CITY NOT SO BAD, 
SAYS W. T. STEAD, 


London Editor Returns After 
oa ars and Finds Chie... 
¥ afas Reformed 
Greatly. 


PILOTED BY OLD FRIEND. 


Fourteen years after writing his famous 
book, “‘If Christ Came to Chicago,” Will- 
lam T. Stead, London editor, last night again 
visited scenes that inspired his uncompli- 
mentary criticism of the city. He found 
“darker Chicago” changed—but for the 
better. 

As on the occasion of his former tour of 
the districts, Mr. Stead had for his guide 
his old friend, ‘‘ Hank” North, saloonkeep- 
er. It took “‘ Hank” two hours to convince 
the English critic that he should write an 
appendix to his book in all justification to 
Chicago. 

‘*In fact, I was almost looking for a halo 
about ‘ Hank’s’ head,’’ sald Mr. Stead when 
he had completed his ‘“‘slumming’*’ tour. 
“Things have changed wonderfully in this 
part of Chicago. I scarcely would know 
even my friend North.”. 


Hold Reception in Saloon, 

In the back room of North’s saloom, the 
“ Wisconsin,” at Twenty-first and Clark 
streets, Mr. Stead, the saloonkeeper, and a 
number of habitués of the levee districts 
whom the editor had met on his former visit 
here, were holding an impromptu reception. 

The place was filled with men who had 
made the “‘levee’’ their home. They were 
ordinary “ bums,’”’ and “‘hobos.’" There also 
were broken down musicians and men who 
still were struggling to maintain a sense of 
independence. Consumptives and cripples 
were in the crowd. But there were no 
women. 

‘You see/’ said North, “ we have cut that 
out. It’s quite a change from the old St. Law~ 
rence at 407 South Clark street, Mr. Stead.”* 

“Do .you never allow women in your 
saloon?’ inquired the editor, 

“Never. . Of course, there aré plenty of 
places that do, but they don’t run theresorts 
the way they used to.” 


Tells How Viee Is Segregated. 

North then went on to explain that vice in 
the city practically had been segregated into 
certain sections, and for that reason it had 
become much easier to reguiate the evil. 

‘* How about the nightly holdups, stabbing 
affrays, etc., that I wrote about in my book?” 
inquired Mr. Stead. 

‘* You'll see few of them, sir, in this district 
now,” said North. 

The little back room where the party was 
gathered was reeking with smoke, In the 
barroom fifty or more men were keeping 
three bartenders busy drawing big glasses 
of beer. Mr. Stead commented upom these 
things. 

Less Rowdyism than Before. 

“No, drinking hasn't fallen off appreciably 
in Chicago,” admitted North, “ but there is 
much less rowdyiem than there was. You 
see, we have to close promptly. at 1 o’clock. 
When you: were here before saloons were 
open all night. That's another improve- 
ment.” 

Mr. Stead showed surprise. He ventured 
the opinion that the city must be in the grip 
of the reformers. 

“ Hank ”’ Ngrth threw back his head and 
laughed. 

‘“ There’s just where you're mistaken,” 
said he. “ This reform business is all right, 
but the trouble is that nobody pays much 
attention to it, No, sir; I wouldn’t say that 
the reformers had control.” 

North suggested that Mr. Stead should 
“see for himself.” He wanted to take the 
editor to a few places where ‘he could ascer- 
tain just how much truth there was in the 
claim that Chicago hed grown morally bet- 
ter in fourteen years.

Mantle of Charity Is Shroud of 
Bonnie Kate Lamont, 


OWD.JOME FOLKS LOYAL. 


They Bury the Woman Who Stumbled 
in Life’s Thorny Path. 


Kate Lamont, who was shot in a North 
Clark street saloon on April 18, end who was 
known as the “ beauty of the north side 
levee,’"”’ was buried yesterday in Chatham, 
Ont., a town she left twelve years ago, a 
beautiful and accomplished young woman 
and bride of Clarence Crabbe, a Chicago 
traction official. 

A farewell more-elaborate than most girls 


of that town had received was given when 


Bonnie Kate left Chatham. She had been 
born in the town, and was the daughter of 
Frank, Lamont, founder of the Chatham Gas 
company and wealthy landowner. She was 
one of the most popular young women of 
Chatham and had recelved a good education, 

When her body arrived at Chatham in the 
morning many of those who attended the 
funeral services at the station had been in 
the merry crowd that extended the farewell 
to the bride twelve years ago. 


Forget Last Years of Life. 

Despite the career of the dead woman, well 
known men of the city arranged for the fu- 
neral and acted as pallbearers. Chatham wag 
willing to forget the-intervening yearé, and 
accorded to Kate Lamont the same: respéct’ 
she received before her departure. 

Kate Lamont was in the Sheerin saloon, 
105 North Clark street, when she was shot. 
by Charles A. Moore, formerly treasurer of, 
the North Chicago street railway companyy 
The bullet was not intended for the woman, 
but for Horace A. Lechler, a bartender, with 
whom the woman was sitting et a table. 

Moore and the woman had lived together 
for dometime, A few weeke# before the shoot- 
ing she left him for Lechler. When Moore 
saw them in the saloon, he asked her to 
return to him. She refused, Lechler said 
something, and Moore drew a revolver. He 
shot twice, supposedly. at Lechler. One bul- 
let struck Kate Lamont. She died the next 
day, @ “ charity patient ” at Passavant hos- 
pital. 

Chatham Knows Her Past. 

All these facts were known to the people 
of Chatham when the body arrived there. 
In the group at the station were some of the 
best known citizens of the town. The Rev. 
Mr. Battisby, pastor of St. Andrew’s Presby- 
terilam church of Chathasn, conducted the 
service. There were only words of kindness 
for the girl. All reference to her life ante- 
dated the happy wedding party tat had 
gathered. at the station. There wae nothing 
to recall the depthe to which the woman had 
sunk im. the underworld of Chicago, The 
pallbearers at the funeral were:

Annual Banquet of Commer- 
cial Club: at Auditortim 
Puts Definite Meaning 

in the Words. 


BIG PLANS SET’ FORTH. 


Greater Chicago—a term which until now 
has carried a more or less vague meaning— 
attained real significance last evening in 
the reports of the committees of the Commer- 
eial club in which are embodied recommenda- 
tions for specific improvements and reforms. 
The reports were made at the annual banquet 
of the club, which was heldat the Auditorium 


hotel. 

The members of the club, who attended 
the banquet 100 strong, discussed every phase 
of the plans for developing the city and then 
a committee went to find Gov. Deneen 
at the Unidm e with the determination 

obtain an a ent from him to sign 
the lake front parkway bill, which already 
has been passed by both houses of the legis- 
lature and now awalite the official stamp 
of his approval. 


Fail to Find the Governor. 

It wae at the close of the banquet that five 
men were appointed to call at the Union 
League. When the committee,. con- 
sisting of C.° D. Norton, B. A. Exck- 
hart, Cyrus McCormick, John V, Farwell, 
and F. A. Delano, arrived at the club they 
were informed that the governor was out— 
just where nobody knew. 

“Then we will camp here for him,” sald- 
And camip they did, in the deep 
leather chairs in the parlor. : 

After walting for some time, the mem- 
bers of the commitjee began telephoning 
te. various places where the governor might 
have been. The search for him was vain, 
however, and it was decided at last that 
he had gone to the home of his mother, in 
Bnglewood. Atmidnight the committee had 
failed to secure telephonic communication 
with this place, and the quest was given up 
for the night. . 

Mr. Eckhart was appointed a committee of 
one to see the governor thie morning and 
arrange a meeting between him and the en- 
tire committee this afternoon.

Report on Railway Terminals, 

Probably the most important recommenda- 
tions made by any of the committees at the 
banquet were those of the railroad ter- 
minal committee calling for radical changes 
in the locating of railroad terminals. in the 
downtown district. This subject was handled 
in two reports made by John G. Shedd and 
Cyrus McCormick. 

The committee’s investigations led them 
to declare that the only salvation of Chi- 
cago, from a traction standpoint, was to 
remove the big railroad terminals from the 
immediate vicinity of the Gdowntewn center 
to @ circle of from two to three miles, as is 
the situation fm nearly every other big city 
im the world. 

‘In considering the railroad terminal prop- 
osition attention must be called to the situa- 
tion in Manila, mentioned in Architect Burn- 
bam’s plans, where the terminals are in a 
circle two miles from the city’s center,” said 
Mr. Shedd. .“ In Paris there is a belt line 
reaching around the city, making a circle 
three miles in diameter. In London and in 
St. Petersburg the terminals also are outside 
the two mile limit, and Chicago practically 
stands alone in its congested downtown dis- 
trict, made so much more so by the close 
proximity of the railroad tergetnaie—paesen- 
ger and freight—to the business center, .

Dr. Goodspeed Urges That the Present 
Opportunity Is Golden. 


Dr. Thomas W. Goodspeed, registrar of the 
quniversity of Chicago, made a dramatic ap- 
peal yesterday to the wealthy residente of 
Chicago for large gifte to the institution to 
carry out the gigantic plans of the late 
President William Rainey Harper for a $50,- 
000,000 or a $100,000,000 university, 

Elated over the donation by John D. Rock- 
efeller of real estate valued at over $2,000,000, 
which makés possible the expansion of the 
university according to the cherished hopes 
and dreams of its first president, Dr. Good- 
speed declared that nowhere else in America 
did such an opportunity present itself “ to 
build magnificent monuments for the bene- 
| fit of posterity.” 

“Here is a golden opportunity for the 
wealthy le of Chicago,” he said, “ta 
build mea monuments for the benefit 
of posterity in the city where they have made 
their wealth. We need immediately a dozen 
new buildings. Weare exceedingly grateful 
to Mr. Rockefeller, but we cannot ask him to

“ Tate will stay here for a while, anyway,’ 
said Chief Shippy. ‘‘If he can be connected 
with any ‘ stickup’' cases that have occtrred 
probaiiy he will be tri@d here and sentenced 
to the penitentiary. 

“I understand that some victims of hold- 
up men have seen Tate’s picture and think 
he may have been the robber. Capt. O’Brien 
will arrange to give such persons a chance 
to look at Tate. 

“The Peoria authorities have been in- 
formed that Tate ie caught. With good 
grounds for holding him here, it is unlikely, 
however, that he will be sent back to Peoria. 
I have not decided whattodo. Capt. O’Brien 
will look efter the communications with the 
Peoria authorities concerning the matter.” 

Capt. O’Brien said he had been in commu- 
nication with the Peoria police by telephone 
and that officials from there wifll arrive in 
Chicago on Monday ‘‘to thrash the matter 
out.”” Chief Wilson of Peoria threatens to 
try habeas corpus proceedings If necessary 
to get the prisoner back there. 


Talk with Mrs. Evett. 


Mre. Evett, to whom the police are indebted 
for information which made the capture 
possible, is a young and more than ordina- 
rily pretty businesa woman.

Universal Suffrage a Problem. 


Mr. Calhoun, the first speaker, in develop- 


ing his ideas in detail, said: 


‘The most serious problem that faces the 
modern world is that of the government of 
great cities under universal suffrage. We 
point with pride to our population, our indus- 
_ try, and wealth, we boast of-ouir tall buildings 
and our boulevards, but with many there isa 
strong conviction that the great city is a 
weakness in the country’s makeup rather 
than a strength. 

“ Working out, the problem of sélf-govern- 
ment is becoming more an@more difficult. In 
‘the great cities comes the severest test. 
have to reckon with organized crime and 


vice, which démands political recognition. 


Democracy does not find its greatest hope for 


the future in such a situation. 
Influx of People a Factor. 


‘In a city like Chicago we have an infllix 


of people from every land under the sun. 
They are unacquainted with the spirit and in- 


stitutions of this country, but by the power 


of numbers they become a factor of great 


force. One of the duties of the city is to 
educate these masses, to blend into the na- 


tional life these diverse foreign elements. 


Probably they never will come about to the 


full American point of view. 


“ The first generation will remain largely 


English; or Irish, or Polish, or Russian, as 
the case may be. It is this that many earnest, 


high minded social reformers overlook. They 


have their own standard of morality and 
amusement and they demand that theee new 


people accept itatonce. Thus we come tothe 
children, to the second generation, as the 


only hope for the future. And thus we come 


to education, to the public schools attended 
by this second generation, as the vital point 
on which our success or failure as a self-gov- 
erning nation may turn.”’ 


Wants Back Yards Clean. 


Stopping here for his criticism of the school 
board, Mr. Calhoun next took up the question 


of character of citizenship. 
“IT read of great schemes for decorating and 
beautifying our lake front,’ he continued. 


*T am not opposed to it, but I do not think 


much of a citizen who keeps his front yard 


clean while his back yard is a filthy hole. If 


we want to renovate our city we ought to 
clean the slums and build good homes for 
the poor. Our hopes as a city must be based 
on the character of the citizen, and environ- 
ment determines character. Ordinances will 
not do. We must have a strong sentiment 
to obey these ordinances. 


‘* We talk of municipal ownership. I think 


that it is inevitable in time, but I hope it will 
atay far off until we are ready for it. There 
are these other opportunities. The harvest 
ts waiting and there are no laborers. I would 
like to see Chicago clean, physically and 
morally, and then we could pass on to these 
other splendid things. 


“Chicago's growth ig talked of in all the 


world as a monument of courage and enter- 
prise. I think there is a consciousness in the 
heart of the people that we have been sliding 
back. My admonition is that we ought to 
wake up to the responsibilities of the situa- 
tion. The fault belongs to the whole people. 
There rnust be a new faith in the city and a 
new recognition of individual duty.’ 


Arnold on Traction Question. 
Mr. Arnold explained his remarks, which 


at times were of a technical nature, by point- 
ing out limes and routes on maps that had 
been placed above the speakers’ table. He 
confined himself entirely to the subway ques- 
tion, which, he said, was the only question 
now to be solved, as the surface traction 
settlement was up to the engineers to carry 


out. 

Mr. Arnold explained first the double deck 
system of @ passenger subway, which, he 
said, was contemplated as a first plan to be 
started. The drawings showed three trunk 
linew coming in from three sections of the 
city. 


The doubledeck arrangement came when 


the bores from the west side struck the down- 
town district, At the river they kept the 
low level bore through the city to Michigan 
avenue, thus evoiding any. grade crossings 
at Clark street, ae would be neceseary if 
there was to be a through routing under a 
one level syaetem. ; 


Room for Double Deck. 
Mr. Arnold said this plan had been consid- 


ered at the time the Illinois Tunnel company 
applied for a franchise to drive a small bore 
for freight purposes. 


“ The Illinois tunnel is so sma!) that we can 


get our double deck scheme through,” he 
said. “ The downtown district then will be 
a veritable checkerboard of underground 
railroads. The tunnel people, however, must 
not build any larger. It was understood at 
the time of the ordinance that they were to 
confine themselves to this small bore.” 


Speaking of the prospects for building the 


subway, Mr. Arnold said: 


“A year will be necessary before we can 


get enabling legislation from the council.

The flower and plant lovers of Chicago and 
the adjacent territory—including not only 
thoge whose wealth permits them to cultivate 
rare varieties of plants costing thousands of 
dollars, but the lovers of ‘‘ grandmother's 
gardens’ as well—are to have the oppor- 
tunity of creating the/biggest and most spec- 
tacular horticultural show ever held in Chi- 
1 cago. 

The carrying out of the huge project de- 
pends only upor the generosity of the 250,000 
amateur growers wlio are so. situated geo- 
graphically ag to be in a position to take part 
in the exhibition. 

At present.the scheme.ig in the form of a 
tentative plan .of the Chicago Horticultural 
society. which’ has announced that it is 
seriously considering a “flower show ’” to 
be held in September before it is time to take 
in the geraniums from the front porch and 
carefully gswathe the begonias on frosty 
nights. For these are typical of the plants 
intended to lend a quaint old fashioned air to 
the show. 

Fine vegetables, both indoor and outdoor 
grown, are counted in the scheme of eligibles, 
and if enough of them can be gathered from 
the carefully tended gardens of Chicago and 
nearby towns the occasicn will partake of the 
atmosphere of the horticultural department 
of a big country fair, magnified and elab- 
orated upon.

It should be good news to the schoo! chil- 
dren of the Ghetto and other less favored 
sections of the city that the promoters of the 
enterprise intend that admission shal! be 
free.

Evanston’s reputation for clean morals re- 
ceived a severe knock yesterday from Prof. 
John H. Wigmore, dean of the Northwestern 
university law school, who charged that the 
‘unlighted condition of Evanston’s lake front 
park formed a cloak of darkness for several, 
varieties of evil ranging from holdups to 
holding hands. 

In a letter addressed to the city counctl 
Prof.. Wigmore suggested that arc lights 
should be installed throughout the park, 
which reaches from Davis street to Clark 
street along the lakeshore. Prof. Wigmore’s 
residence faces the park at Lake street and 
Sheridan road, and he has been a witness 
to many pecullar scenes that occurred within 
its boundaries after nightfall. 


Crimes Committed in Darkness. 
The essential. part. of his letter follows: 
“Two unpleasant risks are constantly im- 
pending. One is deeds of violence. You may 
remember the murder of two yeare ago, cor- 
ner of Lake street and Sheridan road.. This 
murder was done just across the street from 
my house at the entrance to the park, but, 
there being no Mght, nothing could be seen. 
Akhough some students, who were my guests 
that night, ran across there on hearing the 
shot and shrieks, the parties had disappeared. 

“Last summer a coal wagon tipped over 
at that corner for lack of light at the turn- 
ing. This pitch darkness is simply an invi- 
tation to violence and injury. 


Park Used for Evil Purposes. 

‘Secondly, the park's agreeable retreats 
will this summer become an assignation 
house unless plenty of light is provided. This 
sort of thing will drive away the decent peo- 
ple, for whose use the park is intended. The

The visit is intended ag a means of un- 
tangling the snarl in which the legislature 
has found itself over the appropriation bills, a 
situation so serious that Gov. Deneen has 
threatened to call an extra session unless the 
‘administration plans go through. 

Warden Murphy. has put in -.no appropri- 
ation bills for the coming year. 
Warden Talks of the Situation. 

“The question,”’ said. the warden, *‘ is not 
what the governor would Iike todo, but what 
he can do. I think he is convinced that a 
new prison is a necessity from a humanitarian 
standpoint alone. We must take him over 
the ground to convince him that immediate 
action for this institution is the thing. 

** I estimate that it would take ten or twelve 
years to complete a new prison, but it could 
be done cheaply. Prison labor alone would 
prepare the stone and put the building up. 
The greatest expense is in the land, In time 
we can séll the land we are on now for a 
sum almost enough to pay for the new build- 
ing.

Every Wife a Social Fighter. 

People who might be inclined to sniff at 
such an arrangement as being unworthy of 
a republican form of government, would 
change their ideas after a brief residence in 
Washington. Official life is so diversified, 
there are so many really big men in evidence 
and each wife is so apt to be stickler for the 
dignity of her husband's place, that it is 
absolutely necessary to fix the standing of 
these people. ‘ 

Obviously the president of the United 
States is the greatest man, not only in 
Washington, but in the country. There is 
no possible question about his rank. Every 
one is subordinate te him. It, therefore, be- 
comes his duty to decide who is who, and 
which is which, and what man outranks the 
other fellow. Each president, therefore, be- 
comes a social dictator and as official and 
social life are so interwoven, he is likely 
to make a great politica] blunder unless he 
adjusts his theory of social etiquette to some 
satisfactory rule which will stand the test 
of fairness. eis 

There have been squabbles in™the govern- 
ment in regard to relative rank in which 
arguments have been brought forward to 
show that this, that, or the other man is fair- 
ly entitled to the precedence he claims. It 
will be interesting, therefore, for the aver- 
age man and woman to read an official list 
as it is now applied under the administra- 
tion of President Roosevelt.

Policeman John Mee carried the boy to 
another auto, and, putting the mother in, 
told the driver to hurry to the Roosevelt hos- 
pital. Mee held the boy in his arms while 
the car bumped over the uneven pavement. 
The mother's only word was to hurry, but 
the boy died in the policeman’s arms. After 
taking Mrs: Mooney home Mee had Keller 
drive to the West.Forty-seventh street po- 
lice station, where he was locked up charged 
with homicide. Later he was released in 
Miss Flower's custody.

Nothing makes a better 
impression on the minds of strangers than a 
city’s parks. Chicago's natural opportun!- 
ties with its extended water front should 
make its park system the wonder of the 
world. 

For years it has seemed as if we had no 
one to speak for Chicago. An association 
here and there working along certain lines, 
doing praiseworthy work, 
forces that seemed to be protecting the cit- 
izens’ interests and promoting the general 
welfare of, the city. Today’we have an as- 
sociation made up representative men from 
all lines of business and trade and industry 
which seems to have only one end in view—to 
promote the growth and best ends of the city. 

This means harmony. The day of the 
knocker -is past, and it seems to me that the 
press itself could well reform in its methods 
of reporting occurrences of city life. Led 
by the desire to promote the interests of one 
political party or another, it has not been 
uhcomnion for the papers to sét forth affairs 
of the city Im an unbalanced way,-setting 
forth more of the bad than of the good. 
Magazines have enlarged upon thesapictures 
in a way unfair, and their cry has been taken 
up readily by other cities. There is more 
good than bad in Chicago, If the ordinary 
and common incidents of life in any large 
city. were not magnified they would go by 
unnoticed. We believe that, with the ad- 
ministration of the city settled for four years, 
there is no call for magnifying mismanage- 
ment, and we heve everything to hope for 
from the new administration.

Another thing that was a byword through- 
out the land is the miserable street car serv- 
ice we have endured in the last five years.

It was another ex- 
ample of the intense desire of the people to 
do something for the betterment of thetr own 
condition, another step toward harmonizing 
at this time the many interests that had 
been working for a greater and more beauti- 


ful Chicago.

Anything that will promote the growth of 
Chicago or better its conditions will increase 
the value of its real estate and promote an 
active market. Perhaps no one thing would 
be potential in itself, but the feeling that the 
enormous growth of the city is realized and 
appreciated, and that united efforts are being 
made all along the line to add to the con- 
venience, comfort, and business facilities of 
the people, will have a wonderful effect in 
distributing more actively the ownership of 
land among the people and attract the at- 
tention of outsiders ‘to the promise of city 
investments .

The new field will be located on the block 
bounded by Sixtieth street, Lexington ave- 
nue, Greenwood avenue, and Ssixty-first 
street, and will be more’accessible than Mar- 
shall field. The spur of the Illinois Central 
leading to the old Washington park race- 
track, the Sixty-first street electric, and the 
elevated road are close at hand. 

Mr. Stagg’s hopes for the new field include 
a stone fence, stee] grand stands, and many 
novel ideas in handling crowds and in build- 
ing &@ gridiron, diamond, and running track. 
He plans to make it the best arranged and 
equipped fleld in America. 

“It now is certain that the athletic depart 
ment will have a new fieid,”’ declared Dr. 
Goodspeed, who is known at the Midway as 
“the youngest rooter of them all." “ The 
gift of land from Mr. Rockefeller gives us an 
opportunity for building the long contem- 
plated grounds.

“ The posting of forfeits and stake money 
were important events in the days of Lon- 
don prize ring rules, and the principals of 
e contest made it a point to give their 
saloon friends a chance to pick up a little 
change by having the deposits made at 
their joints. 

In the Joe Coburn-Mike McCoole cham- 
pionship, match, which was for $1,000 4 
side, and which took place at Charleston, 
Cecil county, Md., on May 6, 1863, the 
articles stipulated the first deposit, or 
forfeit money to bind the match, $20 each, 
be placed in the hands of the New York 
Clipper and the balance of the money in 
seven different saloons. The stake money, 
to be sure it would go the rounds of the 

' seven liquor joints, was divided up in por- 
tions of from $100 to $250. 

The first day of the week was the day 
selected for the posting of the various 
deposits, as the sports, it appears, had 
more money to spend on thatday. One of 
the deposits, however, was made in a 
saloon at Weekawken, N. J., on a Sunday, 
just to help along the business. The pres- 
ent day fighter, or his manager, is consid- 
ered a shrewd individual, but he did not 
have it much on the old timers and their 
saloon friends, as one of-the clauses in the 
Coburn-McCoole match read: “ The gaid 
deposits shall be made between the hours 
of 8 o'clock a. m.-and 10 o'clock p. m.” 

As there was no specified time set, the 
sports would gather early, and, of course, 
be kept waiting until the last minute to see 
part of the stake money deposited. It is 

, almost needless to state the joints did a 
land office business on depositing days. 

The fighters of today do business in a 
businesslike manner. They hike to a news- 
paper office, post their money, $5,000 !f 
necessary, and the trick is done. Prob- 
ably, if they fought for stake money, their 
\own or subscribed by friends, there would 
be more ado about it.

The Coburn-McCoole fight was for the 
heayyweight championship of America 
anc was the first fight for that title since 
the John Morrissey-John C. Heenan affair 
at Long Point, Canada, in 1857. McCoole, 
it probably will be remembered, beat Tom 
Jennings near-New Orleans in May, 1861, 
and Coburn’s last fight was with Harry 
Gridbin in November, 1857, whom he beat 
In twenty-one rounds. Joe's knockout 
-blow landed just below the line on the 
heart, which today is known as the solar 
plexus. 

The fight and everything pertaining to It, 
euch as the signing of articles, the posting 
of the stake money, the selection of the 
battle ground, and their training, was the 
topic of the day. McCoole was known as 
a big, tough, rough customer devoid of 
science, but a glutton for punishment and 
a terrific hitter. He weighed 215 pounds 
when he began his training stunts, but 
nearly two months of hard work brought 
him into the ring weighing about I80. 
Coburn tipped the beam at 190 when he 
placed ‘himself in the hands of his trainers, 
who managed to train him down to 152 
pounds. Mike was handled by Jim (Aus- 
tralian) Kelly and Johnny Roche, father 
of Billy. Roche, who recently offered 
$37,000 for the Joe Gans-Batling Nelson 
fight. Coburn was looked after by Jim 
Cusick, John C. Heenan's trainer and sec- 
ond, and Hen Winkle. Ned Price offici- 
ated as referee. The contestants wagered 
#700, at evens, on the result, but the bet- 
ting. was $100 to $90 in favor of Joe, and 
quite a chunk was placed at those ogas.

The Aight was a jug handle affair, Joe 
always holding the handie. He hit the 
big, slow, lumbersome McCoole where and 
when he liked, beating him to a frazzle 
and escaping practically unmarked. Mike 
had. a scientific @ose and to see him ma- 
neuver one would suspect him of being an 
artist at the game, but his left was ‘abso- 
lutely. useless and his right, his mainstay, 
not much better. Joe, on the other hand,

Coburn won 
the first blood bets. Joe played for Mc- 


@ Coole's cut cheek and his left eye and be- 


fore the end of the eighth round he had . 
Mike’s face badly bruised and his eye 
partly clesgd. The big fellow, however, 
was game and took his medicine without 
a whimper, and this despite the fact he 
had not landed an effective blow on the — 
shifty. and clever Joe. 

Mike was a.sight to behold when he 
answered the call for the eighteenth 
round. His leftdamp had well nigh been 
snnaffed, his right peeper was beginning to 
join the early closing movement, and his 
nose was infringing on his cheeks. Co- 
burn, on the other hand, was without a 
mark and as fresh as a daisy.. He pep- 
pered Mike unmercifully in this session, 
but could not keep him at bay. In fact, 
the harder and the oftener he hit him the 
more desirous he was to close in for in- 
fighting. Barring ean accidental blow it 
was Joe's fight after the twentieth period, . 
as he hit Mike when and where he liked, 
but always was careful to avoid receiving 
one of the big felfOw's sledge hammer 
blows that would turn the tide of battle, 
if not the result, in favor of Mike. The 
latter showed wonderful grit, as with his 
eyes almost closed, his nose spread all 
over his face, and his cheeks siashed, he 
met Joe at the scratch at the call of each 
round, determined to win if possible, 

At the end of the fifty-eighth round the | 
betting was $100 to $20 on Coburn, with 
mo takers. In the sixty-seventh and last 
round Mike staggered to the scratch, 
made a weak effort to lead, and was sent 
to the grass with a straight left on the 
mouth. The blow was a settler, as Mike's 
seconds, seeing their man did not have 
one chance in a thousand to win, tossed up - 
the sponge in token of defeat.. The fight 
occupied one hour and ten minutes. Co- 
burn left the ring; practically unmarked, 
while McCoole was so severely punished 
he was compelled to remain &t Charleston 
several days. Mike was a big disappoint- 
ment to the dyed in the wool followers of 
the game as to acience, but his gameness 
and his wrestling ablilities made‘a hit. 
Coburn’s remarkable cleverness, his speed, 
and his accurate hitting were admired, He 
received a big ovation when he returned to 
New York and was voted America’s most 
scientific champion.

They waited 
until late in the afternoon, when the police 
put in their appearance, dispersed the 
crowd, and the jig was up for that day, at 
least. The principals and their backers 
held a meeting in New York that night 
and arranged to have the fight take place 
at Bull's Ferry, near Weehawken, N. J.. 
on the morning of the 18th.

Another system originating in ‘India indi- 
catés a strong suit when a card with an even 
number of pips is discarded, and 2 weak suit 
when @ card is discarded which has an odd 
number of: pips. 

The failure of thie aystem is quickly ap- 
patent, as it go oftem happens that the smal 
cafds hel@ by a player in his best sult are all 
odd or even, which would oblige him to give 
hie partner absolutely false information. 

Stilk another system indicates a strong suit 
when a seven’ or higher card is diecarded, a 
lower ‘card indicating weakness. * This 
méthod also is worthless, unless the cards 
can be dealt to auit the: system. 

It is remarkable the little trouble players 
have who use the week discard, both at no 
trumps and Geclared trumps, and also use 
the reverse or echo to declare command of a 
suit. This system is based on common senre 
and involves no sacrifice of protecting carde. 

There are times wherta player must cease 
to protect a suit, especially if it becomes evi- 
dent that his partner must hold an honor 
in that suit in order to save the game.

Dealer did not make the mistake of trying 
for a diamond finesse at trick two. There

This “fusion of the two crowns,”” as it 
was termed, was not obtained without con- 
siderable opposition, and then only: through 
the efforts of the premier, M. Beernaert. 
Pn far back as 1890 the subject of annexa- 

On was discussed in the Belgian legisla- 
ture, and on the strength of her eventual 
possession of its territory Belgium loaned the 
Congo Free State $5,000,000. No interest 
was to be paid for the money, but Belgium 
was to annex the Congo in 1900. 


Plot Seen in Loan. 


Ir. 1805.it was suddenly discovered that the 
Congo Free State, which had its seat of gov- 
ernment at Bruspels, had secretly borrowed, 
without informing the Belgian legislature, 2 
sum of about $2,000,000 from an Antwerp 
banker; that the time limit was about to ex- 
pire for repayment, and that, failing guch, the 
banker in question would come into posses- 
eicn for all time of a slice of Congo territory 
five times the size of Belgium. The Belgian 
chamber thereupon voted the money for the 
extinction of the debt, and this still further 
increased the financial lien of the nation upon 
the Free State. 

In 1900 a bill for the annexation of the 
Congo was drafted and submitted to the leg- 
isilature by M. Beernaert, and was agsured of 
a large majority. At the last moment, how- 
ever, the king caused an extraordinary letter 
to be read to parliament by his devoted 
henchman, M. Woest, in. which he bluntly 
declared that if the house voted the annexa- 
tior on the strength of which alone it had 
advanced the money, he would refuse to ad- 
minister the Congo during the inevitable in- 
terregnum. In other words, he would with- 
draw the whole machinery of administratioa 
of the Congo. 

The house was paralyzed. No law existed 
for the government of colonial possessions. 
It would have taken considerable time to 
build up a new ad ministration, even after the 
latter had been legisiatively authcrized, and 
in the meanwhile the most terrible conclu- 
sion, probably insurrection and chaos, would 
have prevailed in the Congo valley. 


Take Up Annexation Bill. 


Accordingly, annexation was not voted, but 
a project of law for the administration of the 
colonial possessions of Beigium was sub- 
mitted to the house, but delayed and ob- 
structed by means of monarchical intrigues 
until last year, when the pressure from for- 
eign powers, and the consequent diseussion 
by the Belgian chamber of the misgovern- 
ment of the congo, brought ‘it once.more to 
the front... "Thereupon King Leopold, ina iet- 
ter dated June 3, 1906, and -communicated to 
the Belgian legislature, intimated a number 
of arbitrary conditions upon which alone he 
Was ready to consent to the annexation by 
Belgium of the Free State. 

These pretensions were repudiated by an 
almost unanimous vote of the chamber, 
which, moreover, decided that a parliamen- 
tary committee should proceed without delay 
to the elaboration of the colonial bill of 1v01 
which had been so long pigeonholed, and 
which provided for the administration of the 
Congo immediately on the annexation of that 
country. 

The king was for once in @ way alarmed 
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| by the outburst of popular opinion, and by 
the attitude of the chambers, and, yielding 
to his ministers, authoriged the cabinet to 
promise in his name-all the information and

Moreover, he has iftimated afresh that he 
does not think that the time for annexation 
has arrived, and that when it does take 
place and the Congo Valley becomes a Bel- 
gian colony it must be op the: distinct under- 
standing that he shall retain absolute power 
as Belgian king over the Congo, independent 
of any control by the Belgian parliament, 
and especially that nothing shall ever be 
done by the latter to interfere with the 
management and ownership of all that por- 
tion of Congo territory which he has ap- 
propriated during the last twenty years as 
his personal property, and which comprises 
some 60 per cent of the 9,000,000 square miles 
constituting the total area of the Free State, 
and which 4s its most fertile and productive 
portion. His idea, of course, is that he shall 
be at liberty to dispose of this as he wishes 
and be free to make arrangements such as he 
has recently concluded with Thomas F. 
Ryan, without ing obliged to secure the 
sanction of the Belgian legislature. 

In one word, King Leopold is balking at 
annexation, and is doing everything in his 
power to prevent and retard it, while he is 
showing his determination that if by any 
chance his hand is forced in the matter, and 
he is compelled to assent to annexation, he 
shall nevertheless still remain the absolute 
autocrat of the colony, and continue to mis- 
govern it as he pleases, and as he has done 
until now, in defiance of all. the Jaws of 
civilization and humanity, Shameless in his 
vices, which have led to his being boycotted 
by every court of Europe, unrestrained by 
any consider&tion of personal or political pro- 
priety, utterly devoid of all sense of the obli- 
gations of a Christian ruler of the twentieth 
century, he has developed in the eventide of a 
singularly cynical and heaftiegs life, all the 
characteristics of a Caligula. 


AMERICA LEADS IN. WIRELESS. 


Rear Admiral Manney, After Investiga- 
tion in Europe, Finds U. 8. Navy 
Feat Is Unequaled. 


[BY CABLE TQ THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 27.—Rear Admiral H. N. 
Manney, U. 8. N., who went to Berlin last 
September as one of the American dele- 
gates to the international wireless tele- 
graph conference, and has been in Europe 
ever since, will sail for the United States 
tomorrow. 

Since the Berlin conference Admiral Man- 
ney has been carefully investigating the latest 
phases of wireless telegraphy developments. 
He found nothing in Europe to equal the ac- 
complishments in that line by the American 
navy. There is nothing to match the recent 
feat of sending wireless messages from Flor- 
ida to the Pacific coast overiand. 

In speaking of the Poulsen system, he 
ridiculed the story that signaling had been 
done by this means between Copenhagen and 
the West Indies. He said that even if it had 
been done it was of no consequence if Intelli- 
gent communication had not been estab- 
lished. . He said the system had many good 
points, the chief of which was the elimina- 
tion of the danger of interception of mee- 
sages. Theoretically, {it is a perfect system; 
but practically it has not yet shown as good 
results as the Sparks system. The syetem

IN COUNCIL PLAN. 


Defeat of Scheme to Have Im- 
- perial Ministers Confer 
Laid to Premier. 


RAILROADS UNDER FIRE. 


Failure to Provide Cars to Ship- 
pers Results in More Delay to 
Helpful Legislation. 


Ottawa, Canada, April 25.—[(Special Corre- 
spondence.]~The defeat of the proposed im- 
perial council scheme is attributed to Laurier. 
He was against it from the first, and never 
changed his attitude. He was always in 
favor of a merely nominal and formal meet- 
ing of colonial ministers, with long intervals 
between. What he saw and heard in London 
before the conference when he met the Brit- 
ish prime minister and colonial secretary 
merely confirmed him in his attitude. 

The British advanced imperialist papers 
charge him with deserting the cause of the 
imperial alliance. Sir Richard Jebb, a man 
supposed to be a sort of oracle on Canadian 
and imperial! relations, refers to him as stand- 
ing by, “if not actually lending a hand, 
while the bureaucrats strangled tn its cradle 
the imperial offspring of Canadian nation- 
alism.”’ ' 

What Laurier really did when the ques- 
tion of an imperial council came’ up was to 
warn the conference that guch a body as was 
projected might be expected to’ pass resolu- 
tions that would * eause trouble "in Canada, 
were there are some “ firebrands, Mr. Bou- 
rasea and ‘other.’ There aré noted leaders 
of public opinion in Canada even among the 
imperialists who indorse Laurier so far for 
going slow, on the ground that the fruit is 
not ripe dnd it {s no godd shaking the tree. 

Laurier’s Attack Resented. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurter’s mention of Mr. Bow- 
rase4 as one of the anti-impérialist “* tire- 
brands’ isa challenge to the young French 
Canada party that Bourassa leads. It has 
been taken up, and Mr. Bourassa will prob- 
ably be furnished means shortly to turn his 
weekly into a dally and to m&ke his views 
more widely known. . Bourassa not so long 
ago was one of Laurier’s trusted lieutenants 
among the French Canadians, but today he 
stands pledged up to the neck in opposition to 
Laurier in a dozen or more exciting national 
und imperial issues. He has apparently de- 
voted his energies deliberately to the task 
of throwing (Laurier from the pedestal on 
which he still stands before the great mass of 
the French Canadian population. He is un- 
dermining Laurier’s reputation as the great- 
est champion of. French Canadian interests 
of them all, and sowing distrust of him as a 
man who can no longer be relied on to stand 
up first, last, and all the time for their rights 
and against British encroachments and im- 
perialist ties. 

Rail Measures Are Held Up. 

Important railroad extension of existing 
lines, opposed in both houses of parliament 
on the ground of the failure of the present 
companies to provide sufficient transporta- 


.tion facilities to relleve congested traffic, are 


held up until next session of pariiamént. 
Hon. Frank Oliver, minister of the interior, 
gives in this connection a number of striking 
illustrations of the rolling stock famine in the 
northwest. One of the coal mining com- 
panies with a capacity of 45,000 tons a month 
has been unable to send out more than 8,000 
tons a month for want of cars and locomotive 
power. Another was only able to ship dur- 
ing two days in an entire month. A..third 
was compelled to shut down half the time for 
thé same reason.

review of conditions will show. <A 
| iilustration is afforded by the local im- , 


provement societies which flourish in dif- 
ferent: parts of the city. Their prime 


motive is connetted with physical improve- 


ment of their districts. They. keep the 
streets and alleys clean and try to relieve 
the unsightliness of vacant lots. But any 
officer of such an association will tell of 
substantial gains from the moral side 
which have come incidentally. 

The various “ settlements” which have 
grown up under philanthropic auspices 
are able to point to notable advances in 
the direction of ‘morality which have fol- 
lowed their kindly endeavors to encourage 
improved conditions of life. At first 
looked on with suspicion by many. church 
workers, they are now generally recog- 
nized as powerful infinences for. good, 

Associations of many sorts, working 
with all possible variations of motives, 
touch the moral life here and there, the 
indjvidual impulse being small, perhaps, 
but the combined efforts making substan- 
tial impression. It is worth while to re- 
call these things. Not everything about 
city life is evil. The great majority of 
citizens live regular and honorable lives. 
The appreciation of the value of the bet- 
ter things is growing with every passing 
year. The greater Chicago will be the 
bétter Chicago. The realization of the 
plans for a more beautiful city will be at- 
tended by moral advance also. It is easy 
to emphasize the evil that exists when 
one hunts for it. It is worth while on 


occasion to think of the good which does; 


not display itself in such prominent ways, 
but which, none the less, is to be found 


on every hand. 


THE “UNWRITTEN” LAW. 

There has been a new execution under 

the “unwritten” law. The executioner was 
a Virginia judge. His act will appeal to 
the sympathy of most men who have 
daughters and believe that their daugh- 
ters always tell the truth. This judge be- 
lieved that his daughter had been induced 
to drink to intoxication, by a young man 
whom he knew. It is now denied that she 
was otherwise injured. The judge 
straightway sallied forth with a shotgun 
and killed the man who had made his 
daughter drunk. Probably the judge will 
not be indicted. If indicted he will not be 
convicted. The community will say that 
he could not have done differently than he 
did, because there will always be a doubt 
whether the whole truth has been told. 
There is an element of unfairness in many 
of the appeals to the “unwritten” law. 
The father, brother, or husband, as the 
case may be, makes himself judge, jury, 
and executioner. He often acts ex- 
clusively upon ex parte testimony. He is 
not willing to hear the other side. He ac- 
cepts the unverified'statement of the wom- 
an in the ‘case as being absolutely true, 
although she naturally has a motive to 
throw all, or perhaps part, of the blame 
on her associate. 
- The woman in this Virginia case may 
have told the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, but in such a case 
a woman, knowing that she will be be- 
lieved, is greatly tempted’ to exonerate 
herself by throwing all the guilt on the 
man. 

Naturally, a father who wishes the 
world to believe his®daughter has not 
sinned, but has been sinned against, would 
not attempt to sift the evidence, but 
would hasten to shut forever the mouth of 
the only person who was in a position to 
contradict the woman’s story. 

This is the fatal defect in many of the 
appeals to the “unwritten” law. While 
the public usually sympathizes with the en- 
forcers of that law, it seldom realizes the 
one sided character of procedure under it. 
There can be no impartial verdict when 
one of the parties is summarily put out of 
court and the other is not cross examined, 
because it is assumed that, whether inno- 
cent or not, she must be truthful. It 
would be much better to permit both par- 
ties to be heard and examined. 

It is not always safe to assume that all 


| the merits of a case are set forth in an 


ex parte statement. Manifestly they were 
not in the Thaw case. The Thaw woman 
was an absolutely untrustworthy witness. 
She was not to be believed on oath. She 
was so vulnerable as a witness that the 
defense did not dare to put her on the 
stand in such a way as to subject her to 
cross examination. She went on the stand 


to swear to what she had told somebody 


else under peculiar circumstances, and the 
prosecution was not allowed to examine 
her as to the truthfulness of the story. 

Manifestly this is not a rule which it fs 
safe to make of general application, even 
in Virginia. It is safer to trust the courts 
and the orderly procedure of the law than 
an appeal to the “ unwritten” law. There 
need never be much fear that any good 
woman who has been wronged will not be 
abundantly avenged. 


AN IMPORTANT BENEFACTION. 

There have been some notable contribu- 
tions to educational enterprises during the 
first four months of the present year. Mr. 
Rockefeller has given $82,000,000 to the 
general board of education; $4,917,000 in 
money and land to the University of Chi- 
cago; and a conditional gift of $2,000,000 
to the University of Louisville. Mr. Car- 
negie has given $6,000,000 more to the 
institute which bears his name. Mrs. 
Russell Sage, who seems to enjoy her new 
opportunities for generosity, has given 
$2,000,000 to two institutes, and the late 
J. A. Creighton left $3,000,000 to the 
Creighton university in Omaha. With the 
exception of the last named, these 
$49,000,000 have been given to old estab- 
lished and relatively wealthy institutions, 
verifying the adage “unto him that hath 
shall be given.” 

To this sum must now be added an- 
other million contributed by Miss Anna 
T. Jeanes, a Quaker woman of Philadel- 
phia, for the establishment of rural schools 
for negroes in the south. Her gift is of 
more interest than those of her associates 
already mentioned in that rt contemplates 
the initiation of a new and highly im- 
portant experiment in the solution of the 
negro problem in the southern states. In 
nearly. all these states legislative appro- 
priations are already made for the sup- 
port of schools for the negroes, but the 
amount is small as compared with the tax 


j levied for the support of white schools. 


The interest from this fund will be used 
to assist county and state officers in the 
maintenahce of the negro schools. It will 
thus relieve the white taxpayers from the

good will among men.”’ 


of great good to the negro, and it should 
help in the future to bring about more 
friendly: relations between the two rades. 
The money is in good hands, the trustees

JUDGE M’EWEN. 

A democratic newspaper is responsible 
for the statement that Judge McEwen is 
to be urged by the Chicago “ machine” 
for nomination as governor to succeed 
Gov.

present advocating or opposing the renomi- 
nation of Gov. Deneen, but it is decidedly 
opposed to the nomination of Judge Mc- 
Ewen for governor and even to his re- 
nomination as judge if he shall continue 
to serve actively on the county central 
committee. , » 

Judge McEwen is known as a “ political 
judge.” He is the only judge on the bench 
who has retained an active connection 
with the county central committee. We 
consider the connection unbecoming and 
improper. It subjects a man to the sus- 
picion of being as much politician as 
judge. We believe the people of Cook 
county do not approve of political judges. 

Judge McEwen, before his last. election, 
permitted Tue Trispune to say that he 
would probably retire from the county 
central committee .as soon as he had been 
reélected. Immediately after the election 
he announced his purpose to remain as a 
member of that committee and declared 
that he believed he was acting within his 
rights as a judge in uniting his services on 
the bench with those of an active “ ma- 
chine”’. manager. 

. Tum Trisune does not agree with him. 
It does not think the people of Cook 
county or of Lilinois agree with him. The 
bosses may nominate him for governor, 
but the people will not elect him. If he 
continues to be known as a political judge 


and should be renominated for the bench, 


and the election be at all close and the 
issue is drawn, the independent yoters 
will defeat him if he remains a member 
of the county central committee. He has 
no right to hold both places. We believe 
that he will be compelled to choose be- 
tween them long before he again becomes 
a candidate for retlection to his present 
position, 


HEREDITY AND VARIATION. 

Mr. RK. H. Lock of Cambridge, in a 
summary of recent progress in the study 
of variation, heredity, and evolution, ex- 
presses the fear that “a steady breed- 
ing out of intelligence is taking place.” 
He quotes with approval George HBer- 
nard Shaw’s criticism on philanthropic 
encouragement of the rearing of large 
families by the lower classes and the 
lack of regulation of marriage: “ Being 
cowards, we defeat natural selection un- 
der cover of philanthropy; being slug- 
gards, we neglect artificial selection un- 
der cover of delicacy and morality.” 

The situation is not so bad as Mr. 
Lock and Mr. Shaw would have us be- 
lieve, since native intelligence and learn- 
ing are by no means synonymous, and a 
child of poverty may have more intelli- 
gence to transmit to his offspring than 
the most highly educated son of wealth, 
Moreover, Mr. Spencer has already point- 
ed out that excessive cultivation of the 
mind is obtained only by a drain ‘upon 
the physical strength, which inevitably 
limits the power of reproduction, so that 
on the one hand advancing civilization is 
itself a preventive of the overpopulation 
of the earth, and on the other hand it 
is necessary to draw constantly upon the 
stock of the hand workers to fill the ranks 
of the brain workers. 

But Mr. Lock’s own essay presents the 
best antidote to gloomy thoughts con- 
cerning the race by ‘its careful demon- 
stration of the principles which govern 
the appearance of individual characteris- 
tics. He shows that qualities highly 
desirable may lie dormant in the race for 
many successive generations, and shows 
not only how they may be brought ont 
by wise selection in breeding but ‘how 
they are sure to appear sooner or later 
as the result of chance. 

The basis of recent studies into hered- 
ity is the law formulated by Gregor Men- 
del, abbot of Brunn, and published by 
him in 1866. No one paid any attention 
to its first publication, but after its redis- 
covery independently in three countries 
in 1899, an attempt to place the credit 
for it resulted in Abbot Mendel receiv- 
ing the posthumous honor of baving his 
name given to what is now known as 
Mendel’s law. Stripped of its scientific 
phraseology, Mendel’s law is that in the 
members of any species there are certain 
well defined characteristies: which may’ be 
grouped in contrasting pairs, and that the 
germ celis of a hybrid bear these char 
acteristics completely separated from 
each. other, but that the numerical dis- 
tribution of those inherited characteris- 
tics is stich that they occur in approx- 
imately equal numbers. To flustrate, if 
corn that is smooth and yellow be crossed 
with corn that is wrinkled and white the 
characteristic smoothness, wrinkledness, 
whiteness, and yellowness exist poten- 
tially in about equal numbers among the 
resulting kernels, 

Here another principle comes into play: 
Of each of these pairs of contrasting 
qualities one quality is more persistent 
than the other. One is said to be domi- 
nant, the other recessive. Yellowness is 
in this case dominant, whiteness recessive, 
smoothness dominant, wrinkledness re- 
cessive. All the kernels of the first gen- 
eration of the hybrid will be yellow and 
smooth. But the potentialities still re- 
main and: are transmitted to the offspring. 
If now one of these plants bearing yellow 
smooth kernels be crossed again with a 
plant bearing wrinkled white kernels the 
tendencies which lay hidden in the first 
generation of the hybrid will manifest 
themselves, since they are not exposed to 
domihation by’ a. reinforcement of the 
stronger qualities, and four kinds of ker- 
nels are found in the second generation 
of hybrids. There are the combinations 
white and wrinkled, yellow and smooth, 
which we had to start with, and the new 
combinations white. and smooth, yellow 
and wrinkled, and the four are approxi- 
mately equal in numerical occurrence.

‘To apply these; princivles to tle human 
race the marriage of contrasting typés or 
the mixture of races ia certain to result 
in a variety of combinations of qualities. 
The more unlike the parents are the more 
certain it is that each child of a numer- 
ous family will have a striking individu- 
ality, and of these one will combine the 
best qualities. Traits not recognized oy 
the parents may be due to the awaken- 
ing of qualities which have been dormant 
If it were pos- 
sible to make an accurate inventory of all 
the physical and mental characteristics 
of a person it might be predicted what 
would be the qualities of the progeny in 
the case of this or thet marriage with 
substantial accuracy, but always with the 
risk of reversion to an earlier type if the 
inventory was. not complete. 

The germs of all good lie diffused 
through humanity. Intermarriage of 
races, classes, types, will bring out the 
best. A judicious choice of a partner 


} may result in a combination of physical 


and mental strength. But while wise 
selection might improve the race, natural 
selection insures the preservation of at 
least .the potentiality of all desirable 
qualities. There is no such a thing as 
“a breeding out of intelligence.” The 
same qualities which a chance combina- 
tion brought together and a favorable 
environment developed exist in thousands 
of other descehdants of the same original 
stock and a. new combiuation is likely at 
any time to reveal them. Science shows 
how faulty is the present system of un- 
resricted choice, but forbids despair. 


HIGH SPEED ON RAILROAD TRAINS. 

Curiously enough two of the May mag¢- 
azines have articles relating to the speed 
of railroad trkins. Scribner’s magazine 
goes into.the subject exhaustively. It 
calls attention to the fact that the human 
element cannot be eliminated from the 
problem if there is to be pate running 
of trains which are scheduled at a high 
rate of speed. 

Mucna depends on tha discretion of the 
engineer. Given a good roadbed, a 
straight track, a clear atmosphere, and 
accurate signals, and there is no reason 
why a train should not be safely run by 
a competent engineer at a speed of sev- 
enty or even more miles per hour. But 
these are conditions that seldom coexist, 
Few persons realize tow crooked rail- 
roads are, even the best of them, aad 
how frequent the grades are. One who 
sits at the end of a fast passenger train 
will be surprised to notice the recurrence 
of curves; some of them quite sharp. 

One fact that is dwelt upon in the 
Scribner article is that a railway train 
cannot be run at an extremely high rate 
of.speed around a sharp curve. Indeed, 
if the curve is shurp enough and the 
speed is high enough, the train cannot 
be run around the curve at all. In the 
case of the lamentable Salisbury accident 
in England it was mathematically dem- 
onstrated in the London Times,hy*formu- 
le that no train could~ go ‘around the 
curve at Salisbury at the rate of seventy 
miles an hour... A:train running at that 
speed around that curve would go off the 
track, not occasionally, but every time 
the attempt was made. This at least 
was the statement of the mathematician 
who wrote for the London Times. 

There is not much question that the 
accident on the Pennsylvania road which 
resulted in the injury of Mayor Busse 
was caused by running at a high rate 
of speed around a sharp curve and was 
similar in its nature to the Salisbury ac- 
cident. The same is thought to be true 
of the accident a short time previously 
on the New York Central. 

Engineers must be taught that there fs 
a limit to the speed at which trains can be 
run when taking sharp curves. They 
must be familiar with every rod of the 
track which they have to cover and must 
moderate the speed when they are ap- 
proaching sharp curves. 

The article in the Century Magazine 
deals with the question of signals. The 
writer makes the statement that the night 
signals, consisting of red, green, and white 
lights, are unsafe; that men who are not 
color blind cannot always distinguish be- 
tween a white and a red light. We know 
that in passing through switchyardg the 
engineer has to deal with a multitude of 
lights which he passes at lightning speed. 
If the night happens to be dark or foggy, 
or there is a sudden emission of steam 
from the engine, the engineer cannot with 
certainty distinguish signals. He must 
either stop the train or take his chance of 
finding the block ahead of him clear. In 
the case of the frightful accident in the 
New York Central tunnel, which resulted 
in the banishment of steam locomotives 
from that tunnel, so that electric locomo- 
tives only are now used there, the engi- 
neer was unable to distinguish the signal 
owing to the condensation of steam. He 
took his chances that the block ahead of 
him was clear. He guessed wrong, and 
the consequence was a frightful loss of 
life. 

The writer of the Century article sug- 
gests that the night signals ought to be a 
modification of the semaphore used in the 
day time. That is to say, the semaphore 
should, be illuminated either by lamps or 
electricity, and the engineer. should be 
guided by its position as he is by day— 
whether it is horizontal, perpendicular, or 
midway between. Signals of this kind 
could easily be distinguished and would 


, be likely to prevent many accidents. 


It is manifest that there will be no abso- 
lute safety as far as signals’ are con- 
cerned until there is some automatic way 
of communicating with the cab of the 
engine and informing the engineer whether 
the block ahead of him is clear or not. 
There is need of great improvement in 
the running of railroad trains in America, 
where the science of maintaining with 
safety a high rate of speed, éven on a good 
track, is _imperfectly understood.

All this, it may be 
presumed, is well known to the state's 


attorney, who has both the power and” 


command to act under the statutes. 

Henee, as the names and addresses of 
the fortunate or unfortunate winners 
have been published, it will be the easiest 
thing in the world to get at the facts in 
the case, if the winnings are correctly 
reported, to recover them under forfeiture 
in vindication of the law and possibly for 
better appropriation. If, on the other 
hand, it is discovered that the story is an 
impudent imposture it will be recognized 
that it was designed for the purpose of 
securing free advertising for an_ illicit 
scheme and to bait the gambling appe- 
tite of the public. In either case the 
result is reprehensible. Publications vf 
this sort, whether true or false, cannof 
fail to stimulate in many persons an 
eagerness for lottery investments, and if 
alleged winners are party to a deception 
they are as morally responsible as in the 
other event they are liablé under the 
statute. 

But, as before observed, the state’s at- 
torney will find a considerable degree of 
interest in the story as published, with 
ample scope for his investigation and con- 
clusions. It is not often that an officer 
of the law is privileged to enter upon a 
special inquiry within his functions with 
such a wealth of circumstantial detail.

With them he has managed 
to break the power of those great central 
and west African native empires which 
were the strongholds of the slave industry 
and of barbariem. 

Sir Henry McCallum, whose transfer to 
the governorship of Ceylon means a big ad- 
vance in pay and perquisites, the governor- 


‘ship of Ceylon being one of the most im- 


portant of ‘British satrapies, incurred the il} 
will of the people of Natal by obeying. in- 
structions received from the colonial de- 
partment in London. It may be remem- 
bered that last year Lord Elgin, secretary of 
state for the colonies, deferring to the clamor 
of a certain element of the London press. 
caused Sir Henry to forbid the execution of 
a capital senterice passed by a Natal court 
of justice upon a batch of twelve natives 
guilty of a series of particularly atrocious 
murders. And when the Natal cabinet de- 
murred, and insisted upon the execution of 


the sentence, the governor, still In pursuafice. 
of instruction’ from London;.announcedé his , 


intention of issuing a royal pardon by means 
of what Is known as a crown patent. There- 
upon the Natal cabinet resigned, and the 
sensation created thereby not only In Africa 
but likewise throughout all’ British colonies 
forced Lord Elgin to rescind his orders and 
to yleld to the Natal ministers.

It also brought home to the colonial depart- 
ment in prams 30s that the imperial govern- 
ment had no right whatever to intervene in 
the matter, and that not even the king him- 
self had the power to prevent the execution 
of the condemned murderers, save with the 
consent of the colenial cabinet of Natal. 
This condition of affairs dates from 1877, 
when Edward Blake, now member of par- 
HNament at Westminster for County Long- 
ford, but at that time minister of justice for 
the dominion of Canada, laid down to the 
imperial government in London the constitu- 
tional principle in dealing with offenders 
against its own laws. The doctrine was fully 


‘accepted by the British imperial government 


and on the establishment of the common- 
wealth of Australia the governor general re- 
ceived among his instructions one forbidding 
him to grant a pardon or even a reprieve in

ested in their welfare. Where this appeal is just it is rarely made in 
vain. Af the same time, there is no really great museum in the world 
which has at its disposal funds which its administration deems ade- 
quate to carry on the work which is considered important. In fact, 
great museums, like great universities, are notoriously hard up and 
It is probably true that 
the two museums of New York and Chicago, for example, accomplish 
less than half the work they would like to do and are capable of 
doing each year, simply on account of lack of funds. To speak only 
of the field of science in’ which I am interested, I know that the work 
which the department of anthropology of the Field museum accom- 
plishes each year is only a small fraction of what it might accom- 
plish if the means were available. 

The foundation, the corner stone, of aapublic scientific museum is, 
or should be, the advancement of science. If it does not do this it 
fails, and deserves the fate which generally overtakes it. The primary 
function then is to advance science. Its secend function is to place on 
permanent record, by means of its publications and through its exhibi- 
tion halls, the evidence of such advance. The function of sci®nce, it 
has been stated, is the classification of facts, the recognition of their 
sequence and relative significance, while science itself is defined as the 
description in conceptual shorthand of the routine of our perpetual ex- 
perience. In the science of anthropology, for example, the investigator 
endeavors to ascertain the facts of the origin and dissemination of 
races and types, of linguistic stocks and dialects, and of the growth 


“of culture of the human family. It is his task to describe these facts, 


sonorous periods; but Coleridge is like nothing so much as the ninth 
edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica—a wealth of learning slightly 
out of date. 

It is possible, of course, that our present day notions of pleasant 
conversation have chagged, for it is beyond dovbt that if anybody now- 
adays began to talk as Coleridge talked we most of us should go gently 
forth. Certainly a scene described in Macaulay’s life, when after 
breakfast he began to talk and held a circle spellbound by erudition 
till dinner time, is a thing no longer conceivable to us, who merely 
read the account of what he said. But, though it possibly is true that 
we are less patient of periods than our grandfathers used to be, I think 
that this is not the main reason why we find that accounts of what 
brilliant convefsationalists said are apt to be boring. For the real 
reason is (and this is why books on the art of conversation are so 
unremunerative, even in the cheapest series) that charm of conversa- 
tion is a thing incommunicable.. It almost entirely depends on the per- 
sonality of the talker, which is strongly exercised on those who have 
the privilege of listening to him, but cannot be conveyed in the printed 
record of what he said. 


An ethical treatise on the saving of money! One might as well 
preach a virtuous sermon on the individual preservation of original 
sin. If ethics are to figure at all in the selfish proposition, let the ques- 
tion be not, “Can the average man save money?’ Put it on the truly 
ethical basis, “Can the average man afford to save money?” 


Not for a moment would society permit a man to save money at the 
cost of ragged, dirty clothing; he becomes a miser—meanest of human 
kind—when he hoards money at such a price. 

Society will not countenance his saving if the means to it be the 
pinching of his family’s stomach. At the moment a man is known to 
have a bank account while in studied ways he is denying himself any 
of the necessities and many of the common luxuries of his position, 
society declares him an outlaw citizen. 

Will the conventional preacher of frugality, then, explain just 
what he means when he urges the ethics of saving upon all men? For, 
manifestly, there are men in tens of thousands whose incomes from 
year to year barely suffice them in living decently from hand to mouth. 

My own practical experience of the world in its fixed ways would 
prevent my preaching against saving. But I maintain broadly that no 
other one material doctrine is more inimical to true ethics than is this 
civilized and enforced necessity for saving. Simplicity and frugality alk 


en Don't Marry 


Without discussing the truth or untruth of this last indictment, it 


must be admitted that the youth of 22 who ventures to marry nowadays 
must have either an independent and adequate income, which is also 
secure, or a sublime belief in himself and his bride-elect. It costs 
much more to live now than it did forty or even thirty years ago; 
people have larger ideas as to what is necessary, and life has become 
much more expensive and luxurious: Nor-is it only the women who 
have outgrown the simple life of the past; men are to the full as 
éxigeant, and what was an abundance at.the beginning of the nineteenth 
century would be absolute penury in this. 


The man who marries in these degenerate days, when love no longer 


serves to abolish poverty as a thing to be dreaded, must be ready to 
forego most of the pleasures and recreations which popular custom 
and personal habit have converted almost into necessities, and unless 
he is rarely fortunate in his choice, he will discover that the young wife 
of the present day expects much more and performs much less than 
did her grandmother and her mother in the same relation. She is by &> 
means always willing to accept the role. of wife and mother, including 
the duties of housekeeper and cook, as her divinely appointed voca- 
tion. There is much more “going” than there used to be, and she is 
apt to demand what she regards as her rightful share thereof.

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hand, they are competitors of the banks in a business which was for 
merly thet of the banks alone; on the other hand, the example which 
they have set of earning large profits by a combination of various 
financial operations has tempted the banks to follow in the same 
path. : 

These tendencies seem to bring peculiar dangers into the United 
States. In Hurope its dangers are in large degree counteracted by the 
position of the great state banks, such as the Bank of England, the 
Bank of France, and the Imperial Bank of Germany. These have the 
judicial position, the aloofness from current business operations, which 
is the ideal for a commercial bank. They stand above the general 

‘banking and commercial community. They have unlimited prestige. 
They cannot fail unless the whole. political and business structure col- 
lapses. They always can be counted upon to stand in the breach if 
general ruin threatens. And not only this, but they have a conscious 


duty towards the public. It is not their policy to extend their opera- 
tions to the point of maximum profit. Whether by force of established 
tradition, as in the case of the Bank of England, or by direct public 
control of the management, ag in the continental coumtries, they re- 
strain their operations in such manner as to keep themselves in a po- 
sition of absolute safety and power. Such a firm basis for the financial 
structure we lack in the United States. The associated banks of 
New York in some respects occupy an analogous position, yet obviously 
with much less sense of responsibiNty and with much less probability 
of conservative management by the individual institutions. 

The provision of the national banking law which requires the 
New York banks to keep a reserve of 25 per cent in cash has had the 
same wholesome effect in strengthening their position and in prevent- 
ing that progressive attenuation of cash holdings which results almost 
inevitably from the desire of each bank to secure the maximum 
profit. On the other hand, there has been a distinct weakening of 
their strength from the extraordinary growth of state banks and trust 
companies and from the close affiliation of these institutions with the 
réserve holding banks. Whether there has been also greater venture- 
someness in their operations and a deterioration in the substantial 


as he conceives them, not only in sequence, but in résumé. The results 
of such investigations, thus expressed, may be considered the laws of 
anthropology. And so in the other sciences, whether it be in physics, in 
geology, in botany, or in zodlogy, the investigator has the same task; by 
such processes have been derived the great laws, so far reaching in their 
consequences, of gravitation and of evolution. The knowledge of man- 
kind today is the ensemble of descriptions of the past as expressed in 
such laws as these and upon our knowledge of the past we formulate 
our belief as to the future; this is our guide to action, on this we base 
our faith. 

Is the museum endeavoring to set before an intelligent public, in 
an intelligent manner, the history of the earth, or of plant or animal 
life, or of mankind; above all, is it endeavoring, by using every means 
at its command, to seek out additional and hitherto unobserved facts 
in such histories.and to so classify such observations as to reduce them 
to sequence and law? If so it is performing its true function, and 
may be considered as a scientific institution. If it does not do this, it 
is not a scientific institution, and its collections, however interesting 
they may be in themselves, lose whatever strength they might pos- 
sess as links of a chain, and become curiosities, museums of which may 
simply be regarded as the logical successors of the miscellaneous bric- 
a-brac which’formerly filled the shelves of the cabinet in the parlor of 
the private dwelling. Has the museum a function no higher than this, 
or does it contribute to the general furd of human knowledge? The 
answer to this question must be sought not in the character or size 
of its building, nor in the nature or amount of its endowment or in- 
come, nor even in the number or nature of its departments, but in the 
intelligence of its trustees, and, especially, in the scientific zeal and

For what, to appeal personally to the reader, are the pleasantest 
hours of conversation that he ever has passed? Not those, surely, when 
the pleasure depended on the interest of the facts and theories stated, 
but when it depended on the voice, the gesture, the charm of the peo- 
ple who said them. Probably, in fact, the most delightful talks we 
ever have had are those in which we can remember almost nothing of 
what was said.

to entertain his friends in any style he pleases. The club valet sews on 
his buttons and keeps his clothing in order, and should he fall ill the 
twentieth century hospital, with its corps of educated attendants, is 
to be preferred in almost all cases to the utmost comforts of home, in- 
cluding the care of devoted relatives. If he is socially inclined and 
plays his cards properly, he is persona grata in various delightful 
establishments, desired of hostesses and favored of companionable 
women jin general; while beyond the graceful return of such hospitali- 
ties he has no responsibilities to burden him.

The two kinds will exist in every community, side 
by side, but which kind shall preponderate depends in the last anal- 
ysis upon the choice and the support of the business cemmunity itself. 

So far as the banks are concerned, I would suggest not only that 
they should follow the paths of conservatism, but that they should 
learn to combine and to act in unison. The failure to do this was one 
of the striking phenomena of 1857, and again of 
1873. The banks then, were like a row of bricks, 
each one knocking over its neighbor as it tum- 
bled down. The lesson of combination has been 
learned by the clearing house associations of 
all our great cities. Such combination is not, per- 
haps, so certain a basis of support as the strong 
resources and absolute prestige of the great gov- 
ernment banks of European countries. But it is 
in some sort a substitute, and lessens the danger 
of that sort of general crash which upset the 
whole community in such years as 1857 and 
1873. By united action, the acute financial 
panic can be prevented, or at least largely miti- 
gated, even though the ensuing period of liqui- 
dation and depression cannot.

How to Give the Body Poise. 

Place’ in the middle of the floor a table which comes 
about to the height of your hips. Stand back a little 
way until you get the height measured with your eye. 
Then take a step forward, lift your other foot and plant 
it squarely upon the table. Balance yourself with both 
hands in the air. In’ a few minutes you will begin to 
feel comfortable. 

You can repeat this as many times as you wish, 
perhaps half a dozen times. It will give your body 
poise, waist balancé, and will reduce the size of your 
abdomen. It is among the daily exercises for you to 
take. As will be seen, it costs nothing at all except a 
litt time and energy. 

The third exercise is for the arms and hips. If the 
arms are too fat and the hips too heavy, you can reduce 
both at once by swinging your arms and feet. Swing 
your right foot around in the air, describe a semicircle 
with it. Try this with your léft foot also. 

Place a’ chair in the middle of the floor, an arm 
chair.

Get into the habit of swinging first one arm and 
then the other.

Swing your foot, place it upon the low 
arm of the chair, swing both arms, revolve the body 
upon the hips, turn from right to left until you can 
turn completely around. And, finally, bend backward a 


little. You will find this the best of all things to reduce 
the size of your awkward arms and the contour of your 
hips.

Big Financiers Are Shadowed. 

But all the shadowing is not done on em- 
ployés or insurance applicants. Every 
financier tn Wall street is aware, especially 
if he {s involved in a big deal, that a detective 
may be watching him in behalf of his finan- 
celal enemies. The scouts of one or more Wall 
street banks are apt to be within visual range 
et any time. So he defends himself by en- 
gaging a detective of his own to spy on the 
other or others and, if possible, to discover 
and report who is responsible for it. , 

During the recent ‘flurry in Harriman 
stocks a prominent dealer was informed by 
his own detective that four men were shad- 
owing him. The man was absorbed in busi- 
ness and did not.care to be bothered. He 
asked ‘the detective te throw them off the 
track., It wae late in the afternoon and the 
detective suggested that they exchange hats, 
coats, canes; and glasses. The fuse prom- 


ised. to~ be succéssful heckuse the detective’ 


and his employer resembled one another 
clogely. Disguised, the detective strode 
briskly out of the office after extingpishing 
the lights, and, sure'eneugh;, four men fol- 
lowed hith from the building.

The manager of'mne of the larger secret 
service bureaus operating in the financial dis- 
trict gave this inside Version of how detec- 
tives shadow financiefs and employés in 
places of trust:

But, in the mean- 
time, while one man is following Smith to the 
broker, the others are still shadowing Jones. 
One by one they leave to follow the men 
Jones meets, but before they go they leavea 
telephone address with the last man so that 

6 can advise them where they can rejoin 
Jones after their part of the work is done.

Detectives Work in Paris. 

“It always takés two men to work an office 
—one to go up in the elevator and the other 
te watch the door downstairs to prevent the 
party from escaping in case the other opere 
ative should miss the-mean. Even when we 
trace @ man into-a specific office, it is not 
usually possible for us to report what trans- 
pired therein. So we follow him ‘in the even- 
ing, possibly to 4 public café, where the 
shadow may. find # expedient and possible to 
bribe the weiter. If you. make it worth his 
while the letter personage will stick to the 
table like a barnacle, with his eyes in va- 
cancy, but his ears in action, and he will tell 
you ali ebout it leter.” 

It ig not an easy matter to discover how 
several of the great eccrporations conduct 
their secret service departments, as that 
branch of their affairs is woven in secrecy. 
Nor may one readily learn just where the 
secret service Offices are located. Frequent- 
ly, one’may pass them by in the great down- 
town office buildings without knowing ft.

is a fascination about gold min- 
ing that is not found to an equal extent 
in any other industry. Gold is the 
symbol of riches, and the process of its 
extraction from the earth like drawing 
money from the bank. But you never 
know what your balance fs in a gold mine, 
and you never are certain that your draft 
on it will be honored. Maybe tomorrow the 
veln you are working on will.“ pinch ” out, 
or maybe ft will open into a body of ore that 
spells millions. It is this uncertainty that 
gives sest to the game, that makes gold 
mining in a way a species of gambling. 

But there are exceptions tothe rule. There 
are some mines that respond to every call 
year after year, with unfailing regularity; 
that seem to be as reliable and as inexhausti- 
ble as Uncle Sam's treasury; and these are 
the world’s greatest mines. They pour out 
their treasure in a yellow stream of wonder- 
ful volume and little variance, and every year 
give to their owners dividends that make the 
wealth of Croesus look like diminutive pota- 
toes.

Riches of the Rand District. 

Because the Rand district, in the Trans- 
vaal, South Africa, is the richest gold coun- 
try on earth, one naturally expects to find 
the world’s greatest gold mines there, but 
in this respect one will be disappointed. The 
conditions in the Rand district are peculiar. 
The gold there is not deposited in veins, but 
in immense beds or reefs miles in breadth, 
many mites in length, and extending down- 
ward to unknown depths. These beds are 
composed of a mass of pebbles held together 
by a kind of cement, fayming a conglomer- 
ate. The gold is not found In the pebbles, 
but In the cement surrdunding them, and 
the unfformity with which it ts disseminated 
is one of the wonders of the Rand. eee

Mountain of Gold in Australia. 

One must cross over to Australia to find 
cond@itions more like those in our own coun-' 
try, where there arg seldom two mines ex- 
actly alike, and in the antipodean continent is 
located what is considered by some authori- 
tiles to be the greatest as well as the most 
wonderful mine on earth. 

There is—or was, before it was converted 
into “ pigs "—a mountain of iron in Missouri, 
a geological freak that proved highly profit- 
eble to the men who secured possession of 
it years ago and “ boiled it down.” To the 
Australian and to many Englishmen the 
name Mount Morgan is as familiar as Com- 
stock is to us, and as gold is more precious 
than fron, so im relative proportion is the 
Mount Morgan of Queensland greater in its 
rithes than the Iron mountain of Missouri. 
Gold has such a habit of hiding itself away 
in the bowels of the earth that it seems in- 
credible that a great mass of it should push 
out abote the surface and form a veritable 
mountain of gold. It sounds like a tale from 
the “ Arabian Nights,” but it is a tale of the 
present, and a true one. Mount Morgan not 
merely is @ mountain traversed by veins or 
ledges of gold. Practically every cubic yard 
of the entire eminence is gold bearing quarts. 
They are tearing it away at the rate of 20,000 
tons a month, but at that rate it will be many 
years before they have solved the problem 
of its gross value. In the meantime, how- 
cver, it has paid thirty millions of dollars in 
dividends.

Biggest Mines in America. 

But after all, for the biggest mines one must 
come to the land of other biggest things, and 
that land is our own. Mount Mor- 
gan may be the greatest gold mine 
in the world, but it is not the big- 
gest. There are many wonderful gold 
mines in this country. The Portland, chief 
producer of the great Cripple Creek diatrict; 
the Camp Bird, at Ouray, Colo.; that verita- 
ble Aladdin’s dream, the Mohawk, at Gold- 
fleld, that has turned out nearly $10,000,000 
in legs than a year—one could name a score 
of such, but the biggest of all are the Alaska 
Treadwell and the Homestake. 

Gold was discovered in southeastern Alaska 
in 1878, only a few years after the purchase 
of the territory from Russia, but it was not 
until the discoveries im the vicinity of Juneau 
in 1880 that attention wae attracted to Alaska 
as a possible gold producing country. Ju- 
neau, by the way, was named in honor of 
Joseph Juneau, who was the first to demon- 
strate the existence there of gold in paying 
quantities.

“ Who are the Lucases?” she asks. 

“Lucases?”’ he replies, astonished. “Tet 
pospible you never heard of the beautiful so- 
clety belle—~—Miss Lucas?

He piles it on until his wife is wild to see 
Miss Lucas, and thinks perhaps they may 
become acquainted. She forgets to object to 
the neighborhood, the decorations, the lack 
6f closet room, the condition of the back 
porch, the location of the bathroom, the dark- 
ness of one bedroom—and lives happily for 
many weeks in the hope of meeting Miss 
Lucas. If the wife discovers the truth he 
says he was misinformed, that it was another 
Miss Lucas. 

The echeme ts an excellent one, and will 
save much trouble. 

When it comes to the actual moving the 
young house husband who never has had any 
training faces a severe trial. Moving, pack- 
ing, and unpacking are hard tasks. Possibly 
the best way is to send yourself a telegram 
ordering you out of town for a week. But 
this idea is both immoral and dangerous. 
I have a friend who tried it once, and his 
wife changed her mind and moved into a 
house instead of an apartment, and it was 
nearly a fortnight before he could find his 
home,

Send Wife Out of Town. 

One of the best ways is to persuade your 
wife that she needs a little change of air and 
exercise, and get her to go home for a few 
days. In that time you can employa moving 
company to pack and move everything, and 
set it down in the new flat. Besides you will 
have an opportunity to replace all the things 
that have been broken. And the good results 
of this plan will be felt even dfter the wife 
has returned, for you can plead weariness 
from the hard work of moving and thus se- 
cure a few days’ at least immunity from dish- 
washing and other household tasks. 

But tn case the wife insists on being around 
when the moving takes place (as she cer- 
tainly will after the second or third move 
after marriage), the only way is to face the 
situation and do the best posBible. The first 
thing to do is to pack the silverware and 
cut glass and the best chiria in baskets and 
carry them to the new flat. Do not trust 
them to the movers. By the time you return 
the wife will have found two more baskets- 
ful of breakables-that she will not trust to 
the movers, : 

After taking the second load to the rew 
flat telephone the office that you cannot 
report that day, as you are sick, and prepare 
to carry baskets until long after dark. 

The following day send the movers after 
the beds, bureaus, stove, and piano—which 
will-be about all that is ieft:; Ride on the. 
wagon with the piano. It will make the wife 
feel easier. She ia reassured by the fact you 
are on the wagon, possibly believing that if a 
street car hits the wagon or the piano starts 
to fall, you can hold it. Besides, if you are 
on the wagon, it will give her some one to' 
blame when she finds the scratches on it. 


Making Reputation as a Cook. 

It is an excellent plan to hire a caterer 
to send a nice dinner to the new flat for the 
first meal there. If the wife remains at the 
ol4 home to see;things started it also is a 
good idea to destroy all the caterer’s paper 
and boxes, and when the wife arrives to ex- 
plain to her that you heve just ~ Sesseg 
around end cooked a little picnic, supper.” 
That is the correct way.to say it. By doing 
this you will get @ lot of credit for thought- 
fulness as well as adding to your reputation 
as a cook. 

In following thia scheme, however, do not 
do as a friend of mine once did. He paid 
88.50 for a little “picnic dinner” for two 
and the caterer sent it to the house. He had 
to hurry to get it into dishes and on to the 
table before his wife arrived. She permitted 
him to kiss her, and was extremely flattered 
at the thought that, tired as he was, he had 
gone to all the trouble to have a nice dinner 
ready for her. She praised him as “ the beat 
and kindest husband” she ever hoped to 
have, and lauded his cooking ability to the 
skies. He stood high in the family until 
darkness came and they discovered that the 
gas hadn't been turned on. 

With these few hints as to what to do and 
what to avoid, even an amateur house bhus- 
band ought to survive the first moving day.

Victim of Many Petty Tyrannies. 
But the music teacher who may heave given 
her life to securing her professional training 
ig reduced to verty almost chiefly by the 


system of petty tyranny practiced upon her, 


by her women employers. 

“She cannot count on the income she can 
make,” ig the sum and substance of this 
tyranny and the overshadowing wrong of 
many conditions which help to make music 
teaching the least desirable of all profesaions 
open to women. 

“You may have the nicest little class in 
the worid, but What good doés it do you if 
they don’t come?” is the way it is put by 
one of the profession. In this one sentence is 
suzmmed up the whole’ of the situation, and 
at the same time the arraignment of the 
methods of the mothers who are the music 
teachers employers. 

“I have a clase of twenty-eight,” says 
one teacher, “ but often more than half of 
them will not appear. If they don’t come 
there is no pay, and inetead of making $14 
that week I make §7."’ 

There are 2,134 women, music teachers in 
Chicago, and this teacher charging a dollar 
an hour and giving twenty-eight half hour 
lessons a week is believed to be a fair 
average of the work secured and prices 
charged by all of them.

No Pay Where Pupil Is Absent. 

The experience given by this teacher is 
thet of large numbers and also of some 
male teachers. The men, however, are more 
apt to be exempt, in that the most of them 
reach a higher degree of success, where they 
dare to lay down the rule that “each ap- 
pointment must be paid for whether kept 
or not.” Women as a rule are too depend- 
ent upom each pupil received and are 
obliged to agree to their own death war- 
rants, by answering negatively the one lit- 
tle question—invariably asked next after 
the price is stipulated: “ She does not have 
to pay when she doesn’t come, does she— 
she might be sick or something, you know?”

Day's Absence Lost a Job; 
Man No Longer Was Needed.

HEN a man begins work in any 
plant, if there fs good in him, te 
immediately begins to grind out a 
hole in the businese which fits his 
own proper shape. The round peg 
will form a round hole for iteelf. Let the 
man so begun (I except the necessary man) 
leave his place, even for a short time, in 
which time it is filled by others, he will on 
resuming find that this place no longer fita 
him.

The whole gamut of just what number of

Suddenly thrown upon her own. resources, 
she could get but two or three music pupils, 
falthough she had a really fine musical educa- 
tion. She took a position in a printing office 
as a proofreader. Going to Pullman Satur- 
day afternoons, she gave two lessons of a 
half hour each at almost as great a cost of 
car fare as she received in pay. Gradually 
the pupils increased, and she was allowed to 
keep certain hours at the printing office, 
staying at night until she got the work done. 
* Finally, in fear and trembling,” she says, 
“TI gave up this regular thing because I 
seemed to have enough pupils to warrant it, 
but even now, deliver me from the risks of a 
few high priced pupils. It is too expensive 
when one of them happens to have the tooth- 
ache.” 

How the distances reduce still more the !n- 
come in the time sptnt on the car by the 
Chicago woman teacher is pointed out by this 
girl, who again has been lucky in arranging 
her time. Going to Englewood one day, she 
gives twelve lessons. In a studio downtown 
she gives lessons to pupils who comie to her 
for two days a week. Here sie pays & per 
centage of each lesson for the use of the 
room and her name on the board directory. 
The fourth day she teaches in a college, 
which put her name on its staff, exacting in 
return the same percentages charged by the 
studio, ané leaving her to collect prices and 
take risks independently. 

The remaining two daye she has at home, 
with pupils scheduled all day. She loses 
from ten to twenty-five per cent of her in- 
come a week by the pupils who.just simply do 
not come, which is less than half what she 
used to lose when she was a less popular 
teacher. Altogether she clears nearly $25 a 
week when there are few “losses.” But 
then this teacher is known by her friends 
to be a born business woman end hustler.

Another teacher is a girl of 18, whe 
“takes” of a high priced teacher a piece 
especially selected for her to give to her own 
pupils the next day. She receives full in- 


structions on how to teach it, and in this 


way.gets part of the money back for her 
own tuition. The next is a little girl who 
has “taken” of the “little teacher at the 
corner’’ for one year exactly and has se- 
cured a. class of little girls for herself, her 
price being 75 cents an hour. This little girl 


never has had any other lessons, and In havy- 


ing secured a class from mothers who are 
not particular, just so their daughters can 
“play something,” ie a factor in the musical 
depression. 

The woman who has had the best teachers 


in Germany and devoted much of her life. 
to music lives next door, her own husband » 


being a violin teacher. With a young fami- 
ly, she prefers to do her own work and give 
a few lessons a week rather than ge down- 
town and rent a studio, put in all her time, 
and pay to have this service done. “ The 
income that way is téo ddtbtful and requires 
too much.puil, social gift, and business head 
to maintain,” is her explanation. 

All these are part of the causes which make 
the girl music teacher “ glad if she has a 
pupil,” and which makes her—althoeugh she 
gets fairly well paid for her hour—really the 
worst paid worker in the city.

The house and everything 
valuable in it has been sold to pay my 
father’s debts. 

My older sister is a cripple, the youngest 
one a child.. I have intelligence, refinement, 
and education, and all I can yet earn is $6 
a week. I have stood behind a stationery 
counter selling tablets since 8 o’clock this 
mornigg. I shall stand again on the long, 
crowded, terrible ride home. We will have 
a bow! of soup or a plate of beans for our 
evening meal, not more, for we cahnot afford 
to eat as much as weneed. My body does not 
get rest or nourishment enough to resist the 
trouble of my mind. 

When I was at school I learned to use a 
typewriter, to write my thesis easily. Ihave 
left applicationg with agencies for a position 
They tell me that perhaps they can get mea 
position for $8, but a ypewriter who does not 
know stenography cannot hope fur more. 

I do not wish to feel too much self-pity. 
There are doubtless many people In the work- 
ing world whose cases are worse than mine. 
I hope for endurance for myself and my 
hopeless kind.

And in answer to this statement, “ There is 
not one girl In ‘ten that is a stenographer 
that can cook a meal, or Keep a house in 
order, much’ less bake bread,” I wish to say 
that “ Jane Katey ”’ has transposed the pro- 
portion. Nine girls out of ten can do-all these 
things, because, as.a rule; they were brought 
up in homes where it was necessary for them 
to learn to cook and keep house. 

As for there being any truth In the state- 
ment, “ Then they take the confidences of our 
husbands,” I can only s@y that the man, or 
men, quoted by “ Jane Katey” are a poor 
sample, or samples, of business men. The 
man who tells his family troubles even to his 
most intimate friend is not to be trusted, 
while the man who would negiect his work 
to discuss his domestic affairs with his ste- 
nographer is not worthy enough to be classed

“If the husband can afford a stenogra- 
pher, why not the wife?’’

If these girla would do fac- 
tory work they would finda greater field, and 
one that would be more promising. In nearly 
all factories they know just what a person is 
capable of doing, and when one becomes ac- 
cugtomed to the work they soon can demand 
fair wages. The hours are shorter than most 
of the offices, for there is seldom overtime 
work, and if there is, they always receive full 
pay, and often double.

Drug Trade: : 


Most Clerks Become Owners 
By Frank J. Brown. _ 


HE assistant registered pharmacist or 

drug clerk works longer hours perhaps 

than any other clerk, if he is em- 

ployed in a drug store outside of the 

business district. ~ Notwithetanding 
‘the factithat he has passed the state examin- 
ation and is qualified'to fill prescriptions, his 
is, ,more or less porter’s work if he is em- 
p! oy ed in the average residence neighborhood 
drug store. 

He begins work at 8 o'clock every mort 
ing and does not leave the store until he 
closes up at 11 in the evening, with the ex- 
ception of going out for his meala and deliv- 
ering prescriptione in the neighborhood. Dur- 
ing the week he is alowed one afternoon 
and one evening off, but sekiom is away’from 
the store om Sunday. This is the busy day 
of ‘the week in the outtying establishments. 
The clerk. who haz no chance to attend re- 
ligious services {is kept busy accommodating 
the patrons, selling the sterner sex cigars, 
and the women telephone slugs, soda water, 
face powder, and what not, 


Washes Windows on Saturday. 

On week days the first duties for the clerk 
is to sweep the floor, shine up the show 
cases,,replenish the stock cabinets, and get 
everything in shape for the day's business. 
On Saturday mornings his work is diversified 
and the usual grind is supplemented with 
the job of window trimming. This means 
that the windows first must be washed and 
the work usually is done by theclerk. Dress- 
ing the windows takes up all his time in 
the. morning and the work is tedious, but it 
is enjoyed by the clerk, who is pleased to 
take his mind away from the routine work. 

When he is not busy filling prescriptions 
he works on stock goods, such as quinine 
capsules, seidlitz powders, tooth powders, 
magnesia waters, tinctures, andelix s. The 
only prescriptiom that the assistamtd regis- 
tered pharmacist cannot compound except- 
ing under the direct supervision of the full 
registered pharmacist who in most cases is 
the proprietor, is one that contains a poison. 
With all the others he {s given free rein and 
perhaps over 50 per cent of the prescrip- 
tions are filled by the assistant,

Serves Everybody in Neighborhood. 

One bad feature of the drug clerk’s life is 
the long hours. Another is the running and 
chasing that is done to accommodate cus- 
tomers who buy goods on which there is no 
profit—stamps and telephone slugs. Drug 
stores also are regarded by the public as 


information bureaus, and if the poor drug. 


clerk does not have the proper information, 
the inquisitor is offended and leaves the place 
in disgust. 

Women are the most trying customers for 
the clerk, for they carry their shopping tac- 
tics even to the drug store. rs woman will 
rummage through the stock, asking prices 
on all goods, and, after having used ten or 
fifteen minutes of the clerk’s time, buy «a 
sporige or some other article for 5 cents. 
In four cases out of five when a woman 
uses the telephone she must have the clerk's 
assistance in getting her number and when 
she has it she will hold down the booth for 
the limit—five minutes, while the clerk has 
to pacify those who are waiting to use the 
phone. 

Comical incidents are bound to come to the 
notice of the workers in the drug trade, 
especially in the downtown district, where 
s0 many different classes of people are go- 
ing in and out at all hours. In a well known 
place not far from the city hall an amusing 
incident happened which kept the clerks in 
good humor for a week.

FFICE arrangement-and utilization of 
office space to the best advantage 
have come to be sciencea, and one.of 
the first results.of scientific rear- 
‘rangement of offices is the abolition of 

the roll top in favor of the flat top désk. 

Some office managers have not yet discov- 
ered the fact that the flat top desk adds‘at 
least five per cent to the working. capacity 
of the office worker, and saves a great deal of 
time for each member of the force. It would 
seem odd to those unacquainted ‘with office 
work that a change from one style of desk to 
another would make such‘a difference, yet it 
is true. The modern flat top desk not only 
saves time, increases the amount of work 
done’ by each employé, but also it saves a 
great amount of valuable office space and 
adds to the general appearance ag well as to 
the business air of the office. 

These are some points in which the fat 
desk excels the roll top article: 

It occupies less space. 

It adds to neatness. 

It is more businesslike. 

It affords a clear view of the office, pre- 
venting employés from loafing behind theis 
high top desks... : 

It erlables the manager to summon any em- 
pioyé to him without walking around.a desk 
to see him. 

It adds to the working capacity of the men 
because it gives them much more clear work- 
ing room. eich

Too Many Pigeon Holes. 

The disadvantages of the roll top desk are 
numerous. In the first place an ordinary roll 
top desk, with typwriter equipment, usually 
hag at least.two small drawers, a dozen or 
more pigeon holes, and six to eight drawers. 

Now drawer room is essential in‘any work- 
ing desk, yet any one who ever has uged a 
desk realizes how easy it ig to permit useless 
stuff to collect in drawers and pigeon holes, 
It is a safe venture that two-thirds of the 
papers,. etc., now stowed in roll top desks 
should be thrown away. They will be during 
the periodical cleaning ups that are indulged 
in by Owners of roll top desks. ; 

‘rhe litter accumulates in direct proportion 
to the number of drawers and pigeon holes, 
and the man who can keep such a desk neat 
andé in order for rapid work:is a wonder. In 
this accumulation valuable papers continu- 
ally are lost or mislaid, causing long hunts. 

But. these are not the chief objections. 


When the typewriter is open there ‘is not 
room enough on either side for any practical 
work, and when the typewriter is down the 
narrowness of the working space hampers 
the man who atternpts fo handle any great 
amount of corresponderice, or do any other 


work.

Men Loaf Behind Desks. 

These facts are recognized by office man- 
agers who study the results. Besides that, 
in large offices, where .scores and perhaps 
hundreds of persons are employed, the loss 
of time through loafing is enormous where 
roll top desks axe used. It is impossible for 
the " boss ’’ to see all the workers, or in fact 
it often is impossible for him to see even one 
of them when they all are hiddéer behind the 
high tops of the desks. The result isa strong 
incentive to loitering andiloafing at the work. 

The best desks, according to good office man- 
agers, is the typewriter desk, equipped with 
three drawerp at the right hand aide and the 
typewriter at the left, The first drawer ac- 
commodates paper, envelopes, ete. ; the second 
drawer the cardcatalogue, or other necessity, 
and the bottom drawer is fer persona) be- 


longings. The top of the desk when the- 


typewriter is.cloged,. forme.to best working 
desk imaginable, giving double the actual 
working space afforded by roll tops, and al- 
ways appearing cleared for action.

Grew Saving of Space. 

One office manager says: “™ The low desk 
affords the maximum of working space and 
the minimum of waste. We added at least 

‘one-third to our office space by throwing out 


“roll “top "desks and installing the flat tops.

and every worker under the eye of the man- 
ager.

Evils of the Billiard Hall. 


Waitor of the Worker's Magazine: There ts one 
evil which drains the pocketbooks of the workers 
which’ your magazine hds failed to cail attention 
to. That is the billiard hall. This type of resort 
takes from the wives and families of workers a 
huge percentage of their wages. It drags young 
men down, depletes their pocketbooks, and ineul- 
cates in them the spirit of idleness, drunkenness, 
and perhaps of crime. I never enter one of these 
places without feeling in my heart that it is a 
place conceived for the ruin of yousg men. 

I am broad enough in mind to believe that bil- 
liards is @ good and wholesome game, yet these 
billiard halfs every day are dragging young men 
and boys downward, and causing them to waste 
huge sums of money. Also they offer the constant 
temptation to drink, My attention hasbeen called 
to these facts recently by the case of a young 
friend of mine. He is earning $14 a week, and 
he spends at least $4 a week, sometimes even more, 
in billiard halls. This money is hadly needed by 
his family. But worse than that ts the fact that, 
in spending that sum, he must be in the billiard 
rooms at least ten hours each week, constantly 

If every man 
and boy in Chicago spent as much in the billiard 
resorts the enormous sum of $100,000,000 a year 
would be drained from the pockets of the working 
people of Chicago alone. Think of that! Why 
cannot the working people be told that they are 
wasting their money and their valuable time in 
such resorts?

Better Pay for Stenographers. 
- ‘Bditor of the Worker's Magazine: I have read 


of them hes it been suggested that the stenographer 
should be better paid. 

In my office I employ some eighteen stenog- 
raphers—including .my private stenographer. My 
manager pays them, according to his own figures, 
an average of $2 a week more than the ordinary 
rate for such work. In looking over the pay roll 
recently I was surprised to find how poorly paid 
these workers are. Most of them are girls, al- 
though we have four men, and not one—except the 
man who sefves me privatély—is paid decent 
living wages. I ordered a large increase al) around 
and my manager told me it was foolish, because 
already they were better paid than almost any 
stenographers in Chicago. 

I know that there are twice as many stenog- 
raphers as there are positions. This, of course, 
ts the cause of their low wages. But this sitt ~tion 
does not warrant business men, merchants, and 
office managers in paying these men and girls less 
than their services are worth. 

I belfeve every worker should be paid as nearly 
as possible what he actually is worth—and not 
what he has been forced to accept because of too 
great competition in his line. If a man does $25 
worth of work he ought to have $25—nor should he 
be paid $12 simply because some one eise can be 
eagee for that sum. 

"* The laberer is worthy of his hire.” 

As to the poor pay for stenographers, I want to 
say that, as a class, they are about as poorly paid 
as any Workers. True, some of them cannot do 
bility, Go actual work, and accept and gudrd con- 
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good to his folks, and generally how we « 
known him from a wart up and had never 
known him to be anything but the sort of a 
lad whose got a right to wing feathers with- 
out going through the formality of croaking.

Have It Written in the Contract. 


[Editor of the Worker’s Magazine}: In the 
spring of 1899 I took the civil service examination 
for the railway mail service, and was appointed 
as @ clerk In the fall. I was placed on the run 
between Cincinnati and Chicago as a substitute 
for @ regular clerk who had taken a leave of ab- 
sence for six months. I formerly had been em- 
ployed in’ the factory of a person: whom I will 
designate as M. While in the factory my at- 
tention was drawn to an article which had been 
patented by the superintendent, designed to regu- 
late and control the pressure of water in service 
pipes, and known as *‘ The No-Leak Water Press- 
ure Regulator.” 

The meritorious features of the article appealed 
to me, but I found on inquiry from M. that he 
would not pay a traveling man to introduce the 
article. After I had run on the road as a rail- 
way mail clerk for some time, and had saved 
up some money, I made @ proposition to M. I 
would start on the road te introduce and sell the 
article, and pay all of my expenses including 
railroad fare, hotel bills, street car fares, etc., out 
of my Own money. He was to keep me supplied 
with regulators, and bill them to me at a fixed 
price,” which was $3.15 each. All I got over that 
price was to go to me. 

Instead of having a written contract drawn up, 
I foolishly depended on his word, with disastrous 
Tesults. I resigned from the mail service, went 
to Pittsburg, rented a wareroom, and started to 
canvass among the plumbers of the town. For 
the first year I had a hard time. I worked like 
a beaver and succeeded in having my regulator 
taken on trial in various parts of the town. The 
next year, with the endorsements of those who 
had tested the article, I began to crowd out some 
of my competitors. The third year the whole- 
salers saw that I was getting almost all the busi 

ote, 40 | was able to foree each of them to keep 
a stock of “ No-Leaks.’’ 

For about @ year after I reached ih wetha oa. 
continued to pay me my eommissions of all over 
$3.15, and everything seemed lovely. Then he 
realized ‘that I had done the work so thoroughly . 
that it was not necessary to canvass fer new 
customers in that district. So he wrote me one 
day to the effect that he would cease to pay me 
any more commissions. I looked into the law 
in regard to the matter, found 1 had no legal 
remedy, got admitted to the bar, and am now 
practicing, I learned two things from this ex- 
perience: ist—Don’t go to work on @ proposition 
of this kind Second—If you must work on these 
terms, be sure that you get an trofclad, copper 
riveted contract. en D. BURNETT.

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Queer Additions to a Chicago Man's 
House Said to Be Due toDis- 
pute With Neighbor. 


HE oddest alleged “spite” structure that 
may be found in all Chicago is nearing 
completion at the southwest corner of 
Paulina street and Wilson avenue, Ra- 
venswood. 5 
The entire south end of thé neW six- 
teén apartment building that has been 
constructed on the property belonging to 
the estate of the late Sheriff Barrett is obscured ftom 
view by a long, narrow structure that has been erected 
by Willy H.,Lau, who owns the adjoining property on 
the south. . 

Some months ago the frame dwelling owned and 
occupied as a residence by Sheriff Barrett during 
his lifetime was moved from its extensive grounds 
that cornered on Paulina and Wilson, around on Wil- 
son avenue, and set up on a new brick foundation. There 
was then started on the large. lot that had been vVa- 
cated a new, modern apartment hetige of sixteen 
apartments, built in two wings, separated by a court. 

The old buiiding had occupied space far back from 
the sidewalk, and Mr. Lau had enjoyed a charming 
north view in Paulina street, but when the new apart- 
ment was commenced it was brought out flush with 
the sidewalk, regardless of the old building line. 
This shut off the north view from the Lau heme.

But worse than this, it is alleged, was the charac- 
ter of the south wall of the apantment building that 
was reared right in front of Mr. Lau’s north Windows. 
There was a big indenture in the Wall, and in course 
of time was filled up with numerous flights of stairs, 
some of which leaned tn one direction and others in 
another, all constructed of rough pine lumben It pre- 
sented a decidedly back view, af@ Mr. Law. pictured 
to himself by day and in dreams at night the garbage 
cans that would be set in a row with coverless maws. 
He could see a wonderful assortment of little washes 
of many colored garments that Would be hung eut on 
the little back porches and allowed to flutter in his 
gaze, ; . 
Mr. Lau’s residence was separated from this stair 
and porch indented wall by a strip of fifteen feet or 
more that reached te the Barrett line. He had spent 
considerable time and money iff adorning his place. 
The spacious grounds were and are inclosed in a 
towering, artistic iron fenee. Ih the south yard has 
been built one af the largest anJd strongest grape 
arbors in the city. There were other creations of Mr. 
Lau’s own mind, and the whole formed an imposing 
spectacle that easily might have been taken for a 
state institution. 

As the story goes, it did not take long for Mr. Law 
to get busy. He soon drew the plans of the most re- 
‘markable structure In the way of a residénce addition 
in Chicago. It was planned to oceupy the whole of the 
space between his north wall and the south wall of 
the Barrett apartment. There was thrown up a thick 
brick wall. nearly as long as the Barrett building was 
wide and about as high. It was set on the edge of 
the Lau property and within three inehes of the apart- 
ment wall. Then there was bullt another wall close 
to the north end of the Lau resi@tnee, Dut it did not 
project farther than -the side of the House.

Between these two walls on the ground was laid a 
concrete driveway that leads to the stable in the rear. 
Overhead in front was built a two story structure 
that angles from the short wall, on the south to the 
long one on the north that hides the apartment wall. 
There are two large sleeping rooms, one in each story 
of this irregular structure. Three large windows in 
each room. look out on Paulina street. In the rear is 
a long, narrow room, fifteen feet wide and thirty feet 
long. It isidesigned for a ballroom. Still farther back 
is-a. Smaller room that is intended for a private buffet, 
and now ts being equipped with all the furnishings 
that- will “make ‘ft*ore of “the most~attractfve ‘In the 
city. 


building by a little hallway, illuminated by a pretty 
stained glass window.

The auditing department is on the tenth floor of

Triumphant over recovering the paper, Lammert 

started to stand up—and discovered, to his horror, that 
any movement towards straightening up would overbal- 
ance thhim and throw him down into the. street. Also 
he realized that the pole which had insured his balance 
was behind him. If he could get hold of that he could 
straighten up in safety. He tried reaching upward with 
his left hand, but could not reach.

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A Kindergarten Qaeen— 

Is Miss Maria Kraus-Boelte, German born 
and bred, and a missionary to America with 
Froebe} ideas. In 1872, when kindergartens 
Were experiments and studied. with sus- 
picions, she came to America and founded 
her kindergarten in a fine New York private 
school. She began with geven children, and 
before the winter was ended had thirty- 
three pupils.

Her instructor in modeling urged her to be- 
come an artist; she replied, ‘“‘ My one object

Window Baskets— 


Not boxes, are In evidence. The baskets 
aré low, long, and narrow, fitting the window 
like a box, the willow painted the color of the 
woodwork if desired, or green, or even only 
shellacked to deepen the natural color.

Fresh air-in our living rooms, in our pub- 
lic conveyances, in our bedchambers, our 
schools, our churches would insure us longer 
lives and more joy in living. 

Weé may avoid drafts and protect ourselves 
from the effect of a sudden chill by the judi- 
clous choice of warm wool for our under- 
clothing and by loose, well made garments 
which confine no vital part. But let us‘have 
the window open, if not all the time then 
at intervals through the day, so that the 
house may be flooded with pure air and nox- 
ious germs put to flight.

No odor shoul be suffered to permeate a 
house excépt that sweet fragrance which 
comes from absolute inyjplate cleanliness 
and from flowers which are agreeable to

And sinks of white enamel dally are washed 
with hot suds they will be kept free from 
spots, unless the water is hard.

Robberies of the Chicago and 
St. Louis Subtreasuries 
Wake Department. 


BOOKS TO BE KEPT ALIKE, 


Boldenweck May Have to Make 
Good $173,000; No Clew 
to Its Whereabouts. 


. — 


Washington, D. C., April 27.—[Bpecial.j— 
Secretary Cortelyou hag taken action to pre- 
vent further robberies of government sub- 
treasuries like those which occurred in Chi- 
cago and St. Louls. Uniformity of methods, 
including bookkeeping, must hereafter be 
observed in all these offices. In addition 
there are to be frequent inspections byagents 
detailed by the treasury department, these 
inspectiong to be absplutely without warn- 
ing, and to be complete in every detail. 

For some time now the secretary has been 
in conference with Treasurer Treat and other 
department officials in regard to the measures 
that should be taken absolutely to protect the 
pecple’s money, Since Mr. Treat has been 
in office he has reorganized the treasurer’s 
office, and today its condition is confeesedly 
better than ever before In Ite history. The 
method of bookkeeping practiced in this office 
ia to be followed hereafter in every sub- 
treasury. 

Inspectors Are Hampered. 

Hitherto each subtreasury has had its own 
system of keeping accounts, with the result 
that when the treasury expert Pegan an 
inspection he lacked familiarity and found 
it necessary to call for frequent explana- 
tions. It is apparent that the chances for 
fraud were greatly increased thereby. 

In the matter of inspections, years often 
elapsed between the visits of government 
agents. In the case at Chicago there was no 
inspection of the accounts usually until a 
transfer of the office by one subtreasurer to 
another occurred. The word of the sub- 
treasurer and his reports were accepted as 
sufficient. When Mr. Williams was sub- 
treasurer his accounts always balanced and 
gave no evidence of a need of examination. 
But hereafter, whether a subtreasurer is a 
good official or not, he will find a treasury 
agent swooping down upon him and calling 
for the production of his books and cash. 


No Clew to $173,000, 

The treasury department still lacks any 
clew to the perpetrator of the robbery of the 
Chicago subtreasury. Chief Wilkie of the 
secret service has not abandoned the case 
by any means, but is confident that in the 
end the criminal will be found. Subtreas- 
urer Boldenweck is still responsible under 
his bonds to the government for the full 
amount of the theft of $173,000. 

The department has not called upon him 
to make restitution, and it is doubtful if it 
will do so until he has had an opportunity to 
ask congress to relieve him. 


Boldenweck to Lose It. 

The chances of such a relief are exceedingly 
slim in view of the refusal of the house com- 
mittee on banking and currency to recom- 
mend favorable action during the last session 
upon a bill to discharge the subtreasurer at 
St. Louis from responsibility for the loss of 
some $60,000, stolen from his office. 

It is the purpose of members of the Illinois 
congressional delegation, according to re- 
ports here, to atempt to aid Mr. Boldenweck, 
in spite of the attitude adopted by the house 
committee, and it is hoped that Speaker 
Cannon will countenance their efforts. 


GIFTS TO VACATION SCHOOLS 
MADE BY UNKNOWN PERSON. 


Anshymous Contributor Gives from 
$700 to $2,800 Annually for Their 
Support. 


The vacation school board has received 
anonymous contributions froma person sup- 
posed to be a woman in the last eight years. 
The money is for the support of the vacation 
schools. These contributions have ranged 
from $700 to $2,800 a year and have been 
made annually without fail. 

The name of this person is known to only 
Mrs..A. W. Bryant, president of the vacation 
school board, who lives in Oak Park, and 
Mrs. C. H. Thompson, secretary, who lives 
in Rogers Park. 

The contributor became interested in va- 
cation schools with their inception in Chica- 
go in 1896. In 1899 the first contribution of 
this anonymous person was made. 

Besides the anonymous contributions from 
this person and others of like nature, sup- 
port is had from the city school board, which 
appropriates $10,000 a year, and sixty wom- 
en’s clubs, who give $7,000 a year. 

It has not been decided how many schools 
will be opened this year. Superintendent of 
Vacation Schools W. J. Bogan gaid he an- 
ticipated the opening of thirteen. Last year 
there were eleven. 


W. B. M’KEAND RAISING MONEY. 


Note Broker Sends Word to Creditors 
He Expects to Get Fund in 
New York. 


William B. McKeand of the note broker- 
age firm of W. B. McKeand & Co., whose 
financial difficulties became public on Friday, 
sent word to his creditors yesterday that he 
hoped to raise in New York money sufficient 
to disentangle him from his embarrassments. 
His attorney, Joseph O. Morris, who is with 
him, sent the statement that Mr. McKeand 
expected to collect, a) large sum of money 
from a debtor. 

George Mayer, who had been reputed to be 
Mr. McKeand's partner, and who algo had 
been absent from the city for several days, 
was found in Denver, where he iseued a state- 
ment asserting he was not a member of the 
firm, and in no way involved in its troubles. 

‘“‘ Mr. Mayer,” said Alexander H. Heyman, 
his attorney, “is now in Denver attending 
to some of his personal affairs. He will re- 
turn in a few days. He has not been a part- 
ner of Mr. McKeand since last Décember.”’ 


RECENTLY LOST MAN RETURNS. 


August H. Keller, Back from St. Louis, 
Is Ill and Under Physician’s Care 
at His Residence. 


August H. Keller of the H. Pipercompany, 
who disappeared on Thursday and “ found 
himself "’ in St. Louis on Friday, returned 
to Chicago yesterday morning and is now 
confined to his bed under a physician’s care. 
Mrs. Keller, after expressing regret that the 
case had gained so much complicity, said: 

“Mr. Keller is back home now and we 
are glad of it. He says nothing about being 
drugged. In fact, about all he does say is, 
‘I am sick,’ and his condition certainly car- 
ries out the etatement. The doctor believes 
he is suffering from a slight mental break- 
down from overwork and that a short rest 
will bring him around all right.” 

Mrs. Keller's statement was corroborated 
by an official of the company, who insisted 
that Mr. Keller’s accounts are perfectly 


straight.

Mrs. , Gertrude O'Dell, 
Friend of Former, Says She Ob- 
tained Money by False Pretenses— 
Second Indictment Is Returned

* clerk Lenehan—Police Investiga- 
tion to Be Taken Up Shortly. 


The decorous siburb of Oak Park was 
atartied yesterday by the news that the 
grand jury had returned an indictment on a 
charge of obtaining money ‘on false pre- 
tences against Mary O'Connor, formerly a 
public school teacher there and highly re- 
garded as an educational expert and au- 
thority on the care of children. 

The indictment was returned on the com- 
plaint of Mrs. Gertrude O'Dell, 288 South 
Elmwood avenue, a leader in the social life 
of the younger residents of Oak Park and 
since childhood the friend of Miss O'Connor. 

According to the testimony of Mrs. O'Dell 
she had been in the habit of lending the 
school teacher sums of money, amounting 
in one instance to as much as $300. June 
28, 1905, Miss O’Connor went to Mrs. O'Dell 
and showed her a letter purporting to have 
been written by a friend and requesting 
funds, which were needed in an important 
business deal. Mrs. O'Dell declares that she 
lent Miss O’Connor $750 on the strength of 
the letter. Immediately after receiving the 
money, it is alleged, Miss O'Connor resigned 
her position as school teacher and left the 


city. Since then she has not been seen by 


Mra. O'Dell, 
Lenehan Indicted Again. 


A second indictment was returned by the | 


grand jury against John P. Lenehan, former 
chief deputy clerk in the office of Chief Clerk 
Homer K. Galpin of the Mynicipal court. 
The indictment is based on the same act on 
which the first indictment was returned, the 
charging of the voucher of Sidney M. Spiegel, 
who served two days as a juror, with a full 
term. One charge, that of forgery, has, how- 
ever, been dropped, the only count in the 


new indictment being that of falsification of : 


the public records. 

Lenehan appeared before Judge Pinckney 
immediately after the action by the grand 
jury and gave a bond for $2,500, an amount 
equal to that given in the first case, making 
his total bonds $5,000 


Police Investigation Soon. 

No information was given out by the 
state’s attorney’s office in regard to the 
charges against former Chief of Police Col- 
lines and his subordinates. There are still 
thirty-five minor cases on the grand jury 
docket, and it is proposed to clear up these 
cases before proceeding with the police in- 
vestigatiom, It is expected that this will be 
done by Tuesday.

GARY SLOT MACHINES RAIDED. 


Fifteen Alleged Violators of Law Ar- 
rested and Thirty-two Gambling 
Devices Are Confiscated. 


Upon complaint of citizens in Gary and 
Tolleston Deputy Prosecuting Attorney A. A. 
Bremer of Crown Point, Lake county, Ind., 
filed affidavits yesterday against thirty keep- 
ers of slot machines in Gary and vicinity, and 
confiscated thirty-two machines valued at 
$5,000. Warrants were sworn out against 
twenty-six alleged offenders and fifteen of 
them were arrested and given a preliminary 
hearing at Crown Point. 

Prosecutor D. E. Boone of Lake county ap- 
peared at Crown Point to conduct the case, 
but the attorneys for the defense took a 
change of venue to Dyer, Ind., where the 
case will be tried before Justice Seivier on 
May 18. 

The men arrested were: William Knott,

State Finishes Prosecution and Law- 
yers for Young Slayer Will Begin 
Their Case om Monday—Mother of 
Dead Woman Tells of Death of Her 
Daughter and How She Beat Pris- 
oner on the Head with a Club After 
Shots Had Been Fired. 


The state closed its case In the third trial 
of Victor Roland O’Shea, the young wife 
slayer, at noon yesterday. On Monday the 
defense will begin. 

According to Attorney D. L. Cruice efforts 
will be made to prove O’Shea was insane at 
the time of the murder and his own attempt 
at suicide. O’Shea will not be placed on the 
stand, it was intimated. 

Jennie Custy, who waea star witness in the 
previous trials, and who was a chum of Amy 
Hogenson, the dead woman, was the last wit- 
neges for the prosecution. She told of some 
of the quarrels O’Shea and his wife are said 
to have had. 

Calls Night Before Murder. 

Of a visit Roland paid to the residence of 
his wife’s parents on Sept. 9, the night before 
the shooting, Miss Custy told in detail. 
When Roland called she informed him Amy 
bad retired, she said, whereupon O’ Shea re- 
plied: 

‘* Well, she can come down, all right. She’s 
my wife.’’ 

In this conversation, the witness said, 
O’Shea made the threat that he would go to 
Mexico. 

“*T'm going away,’ he told me,”’ said Miss 
Custy, “‘ ‘and if I write you a letter will you 
tell Amy just whatI say. She can go down 
and get the papers I have prepared for our 
divorce at once. I will not bother her any 


more.’ ”’ 
Tells of Threat to Kill. 

Mrs. Wilhelmina Hogenson, mother of the 
murdered woman, testified regarding several 
meetings between O’ Shea and his wife. Mrs. 
Hogenson said that in a quarrel between 
Amy and her husband the young woman 
had said: *‘ Well, I have a reason to be afraid 
to go out. You have threatened to shoot 
me.”’ 

Mrs. Hogenson also told of the shooting. 

“* He called early in the morning,” she said, 
“and asked for a glass of water. Amy got 
it for him. She went back into the parior, 
and soon I heard her scream, ‘ Mamma!’ "’ 


Strikes O’Shea with Club. 


At this time Mrs. Hogensonm broke down and 
was unable to proceed for several minutes. 
She told of hearing a shot in the hallway and 
saw O’Shea standing with a smoking re 
volver in his hand. She took a policeman’s 
club from a hatrack and struck him on the 
head. He ran down the stairway, firing at 
Amy. She struck at him several times again 
and then ran back into the house, locking 
the door after her. 

She heard more shots, and then all was si- 
lent. She returned to the hallway, finding 
Amy and O’Shea lying on the floor. She 
stepped over the body of her daughter and 
struck O’Shea on the head with the club. She 
then carried the lifeless girl into a bedroom.

WABASH AVENUE FIRMS SUE 
TO VOID ELEVATED GRANT. 


Ask That Franchise of Oct. 14, 1895, 
Permitting Railway Structure Be 
Declared Illegal. 


Lyon & Healy, Alexander H. Revell & Co., 
and other occupants of property in Wabash 
avenue along the Union Elevated railroad 
loop, in @ cross bill filed in the Cireuit court 
yesterday petitioned .the court to declare 
void the ordinance passed Oct. 14, 1805, grant- 
ing the elevated railroad company authority 
to construct its structure in Wabash avenue.

SAILS AROUND THE HORN 
56 TIMES IN 32 YEARS. 


Capt. James F. Murphy Has Sailed 
900,000 Miles and Never Had an Ac- 
cident or a Mutinous Crew. 


Baltimore, Md., April 27.—Fifty-six times 
around Cape Horn as master is a record held 
by only one man in the world, it is said, and 
he is Capt. James F. Murphy, in command of 
the four mast Bath steel ship William P. 
Frye, now at this port. 

The fifty-seventh venture through the 

“ roaring forties ‘’ and around the Horn will 
be started from Baltimore as soon us the 
Frye is loaded with coal for San Francisco. 

Born in Bath, Me., the home of the geat 
salling vessels, he went early to sea. His 
first command was the ship David Brown of 
Searsport, Me. This was in 1871. Entering 
the employ of Arthur Sewall of Bath, he foil- 
lowed In the Alexander, Yorktown, William, 
F. Babcock, Shenandoah, Kenilworth, Ar- 
thur Sewall, and then the William P. Frye, 
his present command, After four years 
ashore he returns to the Cape Horn voyages 
in the same ship he left for a supposed re- 
lease from sea life. 

In his voyaging around the Horn Capt. 
Murphy computes the distances made at 
900,000 miles. 

“ During these trips,” said Capt. Murphy, 
“J never had an accident to a ship and 
never went through the trials of having 
trouble with my crews. Mutinous men never 
cropped up on any ship I ever commanded 
in that time.’’

He has 
been separated from the countess’ mother 
for-several years. 

After spending most of her girlhood in the 
convent school of the Sacred Heart in Vienng 
Countess Vilma went to Munich to complete 
her education, and it was in Munich, too, of 
course, later on that the present romance 
began.

Julia Marlowe and E. H. Scthern began 
their first season in London last Monday 
night at the Waldorf theater. For some 
strange and inexplicable reason they chose 
Hauptmann’s “ The Sunken Bell" as the 
medium for their introduction to the British 
theatergoing public, and, while interest In 
them and their work was keen and the atti- 
tude of\both audience and critics kindly, it 
is evident from the reports that the drama 
itself puzzled and bored the people there 
just as it did Chicago theater patrons when 
the two players gave it here. 

Cable accounts state that the audience was 
of house filling kind and Included many nota- 
bles. Heartiest of welcome was accorded 
both Miss Marlowe and Mr. Sothern when 
first they entered, and after each of the 


acts’ similar enthustaemry-waeedisplayed. ° 


Flowers in profusion were showered upon 
Miss Marlowe, among them being offerings 
from President Peoeevelt. J Pierrent Mor- 
gah, Mayor McClellan of New York, Prof. 
Eliot of Harvard, Sarah Bernhardt, and 
Gabrielle D’Annunsio. 

The reviews are all kindly and wil! tm- 
press the admirers of the two stars as ist. 
The London Tribune said: “ That Sothern 
and Marlowe should have begun. their per- 
formance with Hauptmann’s fairy play shows 
a daring confidence in the imagination of the 
poetic temperament of the London public. 
It was, perhaps, a tribute to the patience 
of the audience, rather than the emotional! 
sense, that they gave the play in so good 
hearing, as there was restlessness in cer- 
tain parts of the house after the second of 
five acts and a tendency among a few to 
“augh a little discourteously tn the wreng 
place. All this was hushed down and sin- 
cere appiguse greeted the performance 
which really merited enthusiasm.” 

The critic of the Daf!y Chronicle was com- 
plimentary, and was especially rejoiced, not 
to say astonished, that the Enelish snoken 
was good English. There is a larce class of 
Londoners who are firm in the belief that no 
American can speak an English that ts not 
twisted out through his nostrils ard filled 
with collopualisms. The critic wrote in his 
review on Tuesday: “‘ As had been expected, 
the event was the arrival of the most refined 
and high purposed dramatic art America 
has sent us since those ever to be remembered 
visits of Ada Rehan and Daly’s company of 
comedians. Asit proved, one may eay frenk- 
ly that neither Sothern nor Marlowe its a 
supremely great or faultless artist..

The Morning Post in its notice of the even- 
ing said: “We must wait to. hear Sothern 
playing something which doesn’t confine him 
chiefly to a broken voice and a dreary mono- 
tone of Heinrichs wailing before we can 
judge what he can add to melodramatic ren- 
dering of a morbidly self-consclous woe. 
Without seeming either physically or other- 
wise impressive asean actor, he evidently is 
an intelligent one and is well equipped tech- 
nically and with admirably clear enuncia- 
tion. These valuab‘e qualities are shared by 
Marlowe, who has a most musical voice and 
much sympathetic grace and poetic expres- 
gion, though.she bears too much weight of 
personality and manner to realize happily 
the airy sprightliness of a Rautendelein.”

Dramas Full of Politi¢ 
New York’s Offering

ee New York.—[{Special Correspondence. }]— 


To hear the dramas of “ The Jungle” and 
“ The Undertow " is like listening to speeches 
at an anti-capital meeting in an election cam- 
paign; and a third new play, “ The Black 
Politician,” deals with the same subject of 
municipal affairs facetiously. WHll it come 
to pass that, in the processes of electioneer- 
ing, parties will have their theaters, as weil 
as their newspapers, to make public opinion? 
The two of the named plays that are serious 


are outspokenly partisan for work against. 


wealth. “The Jungle” throws away a 
chance of popularity—so It looks to me—by 
an adhesion to politics as a thesis, while 
“The Undertow” strikes right into pros- 
perity with the populace—as I view it—by 
doing that same thing. It is a caseof hit and 
miss in two shots at one mark. 

The stage version of Upton Sinclair's novel 
omits altogether the matter which made the 
book a bomb for the meat trust. Think of a 
play made out of Sinclair's story of Chicago’s 
packing houses, yet containing no glimpse 
or mention of those accusations that turned 
the stomachs of the eating world! I don't 
say that it would be possible or desirable to 
put on the stage representations of Sinclair’s 
story of alleged filth and crueity of the stock- 
yards and packing houses. Yet who could go 
to a performance of “ The Jungle * without 
expecting to see a bullock knocked in the 
head, or @ carcass cut up, or sausages linked, 
renng ps canned, as described by Upton Sin- 


oe 

However, the dramatist is Margaret Mayo, 
and could you demand a play of stomachache 
along with hearteche from a sensitive wom- 
an? Of course the play, lacking those essen- 
tials of realism, disappoints its audience. In- 
stead of being a stage exposition of the al- 
leged food making horrors of Chicago's Pack- 
ingtown, it merely utilizes the portions of the 
book relating to the small and mean methods 
of degradation in that place of meat making. 
Sinclair is named in the program as Mrs. 
Mayo’s collaborater, and-so his judgment 
must have agreed with hers that none of the 
book's sensationalism was available for the 
stage. Therefore we get a play in which 
Connor, the political bors of Packingtown, 
is the pursuer of the pretty wife of Rudkus, 
the workman. 

It is all like the familiar Bowery melodrama 
of affluent vice torturing impoverished virtue. 
An act each is devoted to the wed“ing sup- 
per tn a Packingtown saloon, with Connor 
hawking for the dove of a bride; the squalid 
home of the married pair. with the scoundrel 
forcing the wife to chooee between him and 
starvation for her family; the luxurious 
apartments of the boss, where his bedizened 
mistress presides over an orgy, and where 
the wife comes to sacrifice her honor for her 
husband's and child's saké, to revolt at the 
ordeal, yet to be accused by hef husband; 
and a five years after reunion of the tramp- 
ing husband and the waiting wife on an IIli- 
nois farm. 

The political element in the drama of “ The 
Jungle” crops up strongest in an asserted 
dominance of trades unions in Packingtown 
by the boss. Connor. who Is also a manager 
of a packing plant, and a grafiter in both 
capacities But his motive ts his desire for 
the pretty wife. which impels him to have 
her husband blacklisted by all the unions 
from Chicago to Kansas City. Thuslechery, 
rather than any phase of political corruption, 
becomes the main, factor.

It is not co with “ The Undertow,” in which 
politics ts the principal and constantly fore- 
most theme. But first let me tell you about 


the vicissitudes of play writing as illustrated : 


in this drama by Eugene Walter. It was ac- 
cepted for production by a New York theat- 
rical firm; but there was a delay in putting 
it on the stage, during which a play on the 
eubject of municipal graft “‘ The Man of the 
Hour.’ was tntroduced. The similarities are 
astonishing, yet there is no suspicion that 
they are plagtaristic. In each play a mayor 
is elec‘ed upon his pledge to circumvent graft 
in public utilities by vetoing a franchise for 
a street railway company; in each the graft- 
ers endeavor to make him betray the people's 
cause: in each the love of a girl is a poten- 
tial influence; tn each a judge is bribed by a 
trust; and in each the third act ts tp a city 
hall, with aldermen .ard corrupting bosses 
combining against the mayor. 

Now, as it seems to me. the sutcess of 
Broadhurst’s “ The Man of the Hour” with 
one manager ought to have made the other 
manager all the more eager to bring out 
Walter’s “The Undertow.” But it didn’t 
work that way. ‘“‘ The Undertow ” was put 
on the shelf. and fs now taken down by one of 
the Keith & Proctor New York stock com- 
panies while the other simultaneously per- 
forms “ The Jungle.” 

This trying out of new plays by stock or- 
ganizations is an innovation In the theatrical 
business. In these circumstances a special 
stage director is employed for each plece, 
the companies are strong In numbers and 
abflity and thereby many of the detriments 
of week change hurry skurry are obvi- 
ated. Thus it is proved by an adequate per- 
formance of “The Undertow” that. ff it 
had been introduced in a two dollar theater 
instead of a half dollar, it would have got an 
initlal propulsion at the top of the theat- 
rical toboggan. Of course, everybody khows 
how to run a theater, a hotel, or a newspaper 
better than the men trained to the business, 
and it is easy to say, now that “ The Under~ 
tow’’ is acted, that it shouldn’t have been 
put aside because “ The Man of the Hour ”’ 
had got out ahead of it.

WwW who are playing a larger part in 
the affairs of the theater now than they ever 
have played before, unfortunately have be- 
gun to quarrel among themselves, and the 


results have been highly diverting. Among. 


those who are securing amusement from the 
recent embroglios are some masculine dra- 
matic authors and actors who have been 
thrust from the highway of success by the 
onrush of the women. 

One of the latest plays that have been pro- 
duced in London was “ Votes of Women.” 
This was in a forthright fashion called ‘‘ A 
Tract in Three Acts.”’ Elizabeth Robins, a 
friend of suffrage for women, wrote it and 
fifty suffragettes, fresh from a successful 
engagement at the house of commons, com- 
posed the mob in the mob scene. 

The performance passed off with more 
quiet than did the performances of “ The 
Lilac Room,” which the women authors of 
“ The Road to Yesterday ”’ wrote for Amelia 
Bingham. After a mass of charges and coun- 
ter charges had passed to and fro the play 
was taken off the boards.

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How Variety Shows 
Became Popular. 
. By Tony Pastor. 


The variety show had Ks origin in the days 
of the olvil war, when men felt gloomy and 
wanted laughter, not phijoscphy, in their 
hours of relief. The more serious forms of 
the drama became neglected, giving way to 
minstrels and Variety shows of ali sorts. 

Not much was required ir those days in the 
way of scenery and other stage accessories, 
Small halls and even stores were used aa 
variety theaters. Drinks were served, smok- 
ing was allowed, and everything was free 
and easy. So popular did the variety enter- 
tainments become that rich men embarked 
in them asa business. Oneafter another the 
variety cropped up; the Cryetal palace, for 


instance, and the Amenican theater, at 444, 


Broadway, long known simply as 444. 

But all these were essentially resorts for 
men. Now, I had beleved for a long time 
that women and families cught to attend 
variety shows. To demonstrate my theory 
I formed a partnership with Sam Sharpiey, 
who was a well known manager of minstrel 
shows. Together we leased an opera house 
at 201 Bowery. This wasin 186. We at once 
invited all the women to came and enjoy our 
show. 

In those days the east side was a fine resi- 
dential section. The door plates of old 
Knickerbocker families still ehowed on thou- 
sands of homes. Our success was gratify- 
ing, but our main object was not attained. 
The women wouldn’tcome. lLannounced dis- 
tributions of bon bons—of dols—of 
Still they were coy. Lhad “ ladies’ nights’’ 
every Friday, advertising far and wide that 
husbands might bring their wives and young 
men their sweethearts free of charge. In 
vain. I tried more substantial arguments, I 
gave away bage of flour—tons of coal—hame 
—even sewing mechines. Stil they wouldn't 
flock to the box office. 

At last I announced one day that I would 
give away twenty-five alik dreeses to women 
attending the show. That caught’em Talk 
about bargain day at a Sixth avenue depart- 
ment store! You ought to have seen the 
lobby of my theater after the women h 
read the announcememt! Next I anno 
bonnets—twenty-five free bonnets, Did it 
work? Twenty-five policemen had to be 
present to keep them from breaking ranks. 

At laet I had induced them to come toa 
variety theater and they have been coming 
ever since. But 1 wasn't left long to enjoy my: 
prosperity alone. Compétition sprang up 
right and left.

Nowad@ays real food is eaten on the stage. 
No manager of the first rank nowadeys stops 
at real champagne. First they used to in- 
troduce an article that did not cost so much, 
but lately the best managers hava been giving 
the actors and actresses in the edible and 
drinkable drama the real thing. 

In vaudeville there used to be an act In 
which a young man eats several dozen crack- 
ers. In fact, hie feat of eating the crackers is 
so long drawn out that much of the comed@y 
of the act depends upon it. The man that 
used to play that part was changed pretty 
often, simply because he had to eat real food, 
On the other hand, there have been a couple of 
theatrical law suits based upon the actor’s 
disinclination to accept cold tea as a bev- 
erage amd papier maché food.in lieu of the 
real article. 

When actors and actresses eat the real 
thing on the stage they are more likely to 
give a lifelike portraya! of the partsof festive 
gueste or hosts or hortesses, as the case may 
be. Managers have found out that it requires 
an extraordinary amount of histrionic talent 
to be able to pretend to audiences that one is 
consuming real canwasback and real cham- 
pagne when one is really drinking cold tea 
ang making motions instead of eating.

Fusion of French Theaters. 


There are in Chicago two organizations de- 
voted to the advancement of the French 
language and Mterature One, l’Alliance 
Francaise, established in-Chicago in 1807 
by M. Henri Mérou, French consul, under 
the protection of the French government and 
affiliated with the University of Chicago; the 
other the Club Francais, established twenty- 
six years ago by its president, Mre. M. H. 
Knowles, an American, devoted to the same 
cause. Each of these organizations has here- 
tofore maintained a French theater. With the 
belief that by working heartily together 
these organizations can give finer perform- 
ances than has been possible on the part 
of either separately a fuston of these two 
theaters has been arranged for next season, 
and has received the codperation of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago.

Francais, its galon and Saturday readings. 
The new thedter, to be known as the Theater 
of the Alliance Frangaise, will be under the 
direction of a board composed of four mem- 
bers yepresenting the ANiance, four the Club 


Francais, and four the University of Chicago.

The reporters 
who attended that “ indignation meeting ’’ 
confessed themselves astounded. Even the 
midgets—and I mean the small people, not 
thirty inches high—took a hand. 

The Haworth troupe of five midgets, by 
the way. were highly accomplished mu- 
sicilans, vocalists, and Hnguists, and they 
gave a bright and sparkling parlor entertain- 
ment equal to anything of the kind ever of- 
fered by larger actors. Tom Thumb and 
Minnie Warren were of the same intellectual 
character. Both were perfectly normal hu- 
man beings except in the matter of size. 

The purely intellectual “ freaks '’—so-called 
from some extraordinary mental! superiority 
—have been numerous. Some have been on 
public exhibition: and others Have not. In 
the show they are exhibited on the same 
platform with the physical freaks. 

Of these perhaps none has been more re- 
markable than little Gracie Cochran, a girl of 
7 years. Her memory was something almost 
supernatural. She could answer any ques- 
tion on a great variety of subjects propound- 
ed by any person or persons in a crowd. 
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You might name any country, obscure 
island, town, or village in the world, and she 
could tell you where it was. the number of 
its inhabitants, etc., and this instantly—al- 
most before the last word left the questioner’s 
lips. Frequently a lot of smart college stu- 
dents would band together in the crowd and 
by preconcerted arrangement fire questfons 
at the child with the idea of confusing her 
with names and dates. etc. But she invaria- 
bly came out victorious. 

We afterward had a boy with us abroad 
who was phenomenally gifted in the same 
way. His parents, living in Wisconsin, were 
in no way remarkable, In the course of the 
lad’s public career hé answered probably 
25.000 separate questions in this offhand 
style.

There was for some 
time a question as to whether salaries would 
come through at all and this question was at 
least settled by the discovery that they 
would not.

Playing One Role 
Night After Night. 


By Frances Starr. 

To appear in the same character night after 
night is neither such a prodigious trial nor 
wholly as unprofitable to an actress as it is 
sometimes represented by those who have 
had the experience. , 

I am ready to admit the invaluable experi- 
ence one gains in a stock company. It stimu- 
lates one’s latent powers of energy, study, 
observation, and interpretation,. but, .on the 
otuer hand, kK frequently develops a hasty 
method that prevents the full development 
of all one's powers of expression, and is apt 
to end in carelessness’ if too long continued. 

Because [I have played Juanita in ‘‘ The 
Rose "’ approximately 200 times now, it must 
not be assumed that I go about my work 
‘in a mechanical masher. In truth, I face 


}}:every performance with as much trepidation 


as during the first week that the play was 
presented, and though I speak the same lines 
it By no means follows that I speak them 
exactly in the same manner and interpret 
them in the same rit, 

On the contfary, I think it is the experience 
of every actress that she develops not only 
in that particular role, but in breadth of 
method and manner, and steadily improves 
in self-study and in development of. artistic 
resources. +A role finally becomes a problem 
by which.she gauges herself. If she lack 
enthusiasm and a desire to improve, she 
will probably undertake the problem in a 
mechanical manner, and at last Jand on a 
level of artificiality; but if she is really am- 
bitious, she will note, night after night, little 
details requiring all the ingenuity of her mind 
to interpret in a finer spirit than she yet has 
displayed to make for that perfection which 
is the ultimate object of every artist. 

There is not a night that I do not feel pro- 
voked with myself for missing a cherished 
effect In a small way here and there; but in- 
stead of feeling discouraged I make up my 
mind to try again the next night. And I try 
and try until I finally get what I strive for. 

This is what lends Interest to one's work, 
and no doubt accounts for the spirit with
